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Jeremy McGrath (Yam) won the 
Sheffield Supercross in Sheffield, Eng- 
land, on October 16. Larry Ward, mak- 
ing his Kawasaki debut, finished sec- 
ond, followed by Mike Brown (Hon). 


In his first outing on a KTM, three-time 
500cc World MX Champion Joel Smets 
won a major motocross event in Leirop, 
Holland, on October 17. Smets won both 
motos on the four-stroke KTM, while 
Husqvarna rider Jacky Martens finished 
second. 


With just 50 championship points avail- 
able in the final two rounds, Repsol 
Honda's Alex Criville and Tadayuki 
Okada are the final two riders in the 
500cc World Championship with a 
mathematical chance of winning the 
title. Criville leads Okada by 44 points, 
and will likely take the title when the 
series resumes on October 24 in Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil. “I’ve suffered a lot over 
the last two races," said Criville. "I hurt 
my hand when I crashed during practice 
for the Australian Grand Prix. Then, for 
the first day of practice in South Africa, I 
came down with a bad case of flu that 
lasted until Sunday. I was totally spent 
at the end of that race. I really couldn't 
push anymore so I preferred to make 
sure of a good finish and some points. 
Considering how bleak things looked 
after my crash in Australia, I really don't 
think I can be unhappy with the way 
they've turned out. I don't like to talk or 
even think about this, but I now have to 
consider that I might be World Champi- 
on in Brazil. It would be great to make 
certain of the title there. The only rival I 
have left is Tady (Okada)... and if he 
wins I only need to finish 10th to be 
World Champion. On paper, the situa- 
tion looks really simple. But I know only 
too well how quickly things can start to 
get complicated. The Jacarepagua track 
was designed for car racing. I haven't 
ridden there since 1996 and that year it 
was very slippery. So this track is a bit 
of an unknown quantity, but both the 
bike and the Respol Honda team are 
working really well at the moment. 
There's nothing to worry about on that 
score." 


French Canadian road racer Pascal 
Picotte has signed a four-year contract 
that will see him on factory Harley- 
Davidson VR1000s through 2004. Picotte 
recently completed his second season on 
the factory Harley, ending the season 
with a best-ever second place in the sea- 
son finale at Pikes Peak International 
Raceway in Fountain, Colorado. Picotte 
was also considering an offer to join the 
Vance & Hines Ducati team for 2000. 


Motocrossers Travis Preston and 
Takeshi Koikeda have earned the Top 
Privateer awards in the 1999 U.S. Tobac- 
co Company Privateer Challenge for the 
AMA /Mazda Truck 125/250cc National 
Motocross Series. Preston earned the 
award for the 125cc class by being the 
top privateer in four events, earning a 
total of $10,500 in U.S. Tobacco money. 
Koikeda was the top 250cc privateer in 
two races to earn $9000. 


Ground breaking for the construction of 
the Caribbean's first-ever motorsports 
facility took place on September 28, led 
by the prime minister of Aruba, Carlo 
J.H.A. Eman, and Ralph Sanchez, presi- 
dent of Motorsports Americas, Inc. The 
2.7-mile, 14-turn road course will be 
built to FIA standards for Formula One 
cars and is expected to be completed in 
September 2000.

Harley and the AMA 


Your recent remarks regarding the ruling 
allowing Harley to run 1200cc machines 
against the competition’s 1000cc 
machines in the SuperTracker class was, 
in my opinion, off the mark. If you think 
Harley-Davidson doesn’t dictate the 
AMA’s actions, you need a reality check. 
If you recall back in the mid-to-late '70s 
when the Hondas were blowing the 
Harleys off the track (in particular, Bubba 
Shobert), the AMA (read H-D) required 
Honda to carry additional weight. When 
that didn't work, they restricted the car- 
buretor size. In effect, they legislated 
them uncompetitive. On the short tracks, 
the Harleys were allowed to run 350s 
against 250cc two-strokes (with less-than- 
successful results). 

Go further back and you see that 
non-Harleys were limited to 500cc vs. 
the Harley's 750cc - under the argument 
that overhead-valve engines had a 
horsepower advantage, and it wasn't 
until Harley brought out its own OHV 
750 that the competitors were allowed to 
up their displacement. If the Harleys 
prove to be uncompetitive in the new 
class, even with the 200cc displacement 
advantage, you will soon see weight 
penalties and carb restrictions for the 
other brands. 

The AMA and Harley-Davidson are 
joined at the hip, and they will not toler- 
ate a level playing field.

Controversy in Colorado 


We were very disappointed with your 
coverage of the AMA Superbike Nation- 
al in Fountain, Colorado - especially 
when you wrote that Mat Mladin had 
won a "well-deserved title." This, after 
he intentionally thwarted Ben Bostrom's 
"flying lap." He waited for Ben to come 
out of pit row (lying in wait to ambush) 
and then drove in front of him to stop 
him from completing a normal qualify- 
ing lap. The run was destroyed. In your 
words, “Bostrom, however, never got 
the opportunity to respond (to Mladin's) 
earlier lap time." In other words, 
Bostrom wasn't able to compete. 

This situation is entirely analogous to 
the case wherein Tanya Harding's secu- 
rity guard whacked Nancy Kerrigan's 
knee so that she could not compete in 
the Olympics. In that case, Harding was 
banned from the sport for life. In this 
case, Mladin blocked Bostrom so that he 
could not compete in his last qualifying 

















lap. For this, Mladin should receive a 
similar fate. At the minimum, he should 
have been disqualified from competing 
in that race (essentially, what he did to 
Ben in the qualifying session), and then 
the chips let fall where they may for the 
title - with Mladin getting only the 
points he earned prior to the incident. 

Based on your coverage, it seems that 
Mladin's complaints about the Vance & 
Hines team were not valid. The AMA 
race official was quoted as saying, "no 
rules were broken." In other words, Ben 
didn't deserve this unsportsmanlike 
treatment. 

And where was the AMA in all of 
this? Losing a point for pole was a slap 
on the wrist. Compare that with being 
banned for life. Mladin should have 
been disqualified, and Ben should have 
been able to rerun his "flying lap." Two 
considerations any governing body has 
to make in meting out punishment are: 
is it appropriate for the act committed, 
and is it enough to deter future acts of 
the same ilk? Losing one point for bar- 
ring a competitor from conrpeting seems 
like very small punishment indeed. So 
don't be surprised if the tactic is tried 
again. You'll notice that no one else in 
ice skating has tried whacking knees 
again. 

When I saw Mladin gesturing and 
celebrating winning the title, it made me 
sick. How does he like being in the same 
company with Tanya Harding's goons? 
I hope he likes living with it. That's 
what he's done for himself.

he first of the five new 2000 
models from Honda to enter 
production is the X11 - a 
Europe-only (at least to begin 
with) model now in dealer showrooms. 
It's a new kind of addition to the naked- 
bike market that's in every way a next- 
Millenium motorcycle. For in concocting 
a Sport Nudie that self-consciously 
attempts to rewrite the how-to design 
manual for big-bore musclebikes, 
Honda has created a Super Blackbird 
spin-off that marries space-age styling 
with sportbike performance. A Firebird 
X11, anyone? 

This is no retro-styled twin-shock 
roadster like the Yamaha XJR1200 or 
Kawasaki ZXR1100, but Honda manage- 
ment's next-century answer to the 
longest-lived and almost certainly most- 
profitable big-bore model its Yamaha 
rivals ever created, the V-Max muscle- 
rod. The V-Max made its debut back in 
1984, and still commands a ready mar- 
ket, as well as loads of street credibility 
and lots of respect. 

Why it's taken Honda 15 years to 
respond to the V-Max's sales figures is a 
bit of a mystery, but they have made a 
few attempts over the past decade and a 
half - without success. Models like the

CB1000 Big One they tried to do it with 
before suffered from an identity crisis; 
aiming to be either muscularly modern 
or radically retro, they tried to be a bit of 
both, and ended up being neither. 
Looking at the X11 glowering menac- 
ingly in the autumn sunshine, you get 
the impression of a barely housetrained 
Rottweiler of a motorcycle - a motor- 
cycle that might have been developed as 
an after-hours project by a bunch of 
Honda R&D engineers. Perhaps they 
were eager to produce a street-fighter 
spin-off from their CBR1100XX speed 
tourer, by the simple expedient of strip- 
ping off the pointy-nose bodywork and 
getting radical with the styling crayons. 
If so, the boys done good, as they’ ve 
offered a new kind of musclebike for the 
next millennium. Meet Max Rottweiler - 
the cranked-up canine, fresh from obe- 
dience classes and ready to do your bid- 
ding, which the X11 will readily per- 
form at the turn of a key and the twist of 
a wrist - so much easier than yanking on 
-a leash. In fact, the new Honda is sur- 
prisingly docile at low revs, proving a 
more adept city bike than expected, 
even in wet conditions, when you might 
treat the 140 hp on tap at 9000 rpm at 
the crank (around 125 hp at the rear 
Michelin Macadam) with more than a 
little caution. No need to, really, though, 











because in transforming the CBR1100XX 
into the X11, Honda has done more than 
simply perform a striptease on the 
styling. 

The Blackbird’s fuel-injected 1137cc 
DOHC 16-valve four-cylinder engine 
has been revamped electronically, with 
its integrated engine management sys- 
tem’s fuel-injection and ignition pro- 
grams remapped to provide extra 
midrange torque at the expense of top- 
end power - and the ram air introduced 
alongside EFI on the latest Blackbird jet- 
tisoned for this unfaired version. In 
addition to the three-way catalyst incor- 
porated as standard in the 4-2-1-2 stain- 
less-steel exhaust, environmental con- 
siderations are further catered to by the 
addition of air-injection into the exhaust 
ports to burn off excess emissions, and 
an oxygen sensor in the exhaust to opti- 
mize air/fuel settings on the EFI, all 
enabling the X11 to breeze past the 
tough new EURO-1 anti-pollutant regu- 
lations. Maybe they should have paint- 
ed it green, not black (though you can 
have it in red or blue, if you want). 

There's the same anti-knock sensor 
on the EFI as on the CBR1100XX, to 
detect pre-ignition. But one of the pair 
of gear-driven balance shafts on the 
Blackbird has been removed from the 
X11 motor, supposedly to give it a little 











more raw personality. ("Yes, with 
added vibration!”) However, the rub- 
ber-mounted handlebars mean you only 
feel the unobtrusive payoff tingles 
through the seat and footpegs. And 
that's only when you rev it hard, so this 
is quite a good move that prevents the 
X-11 from feeling quite as bland at low 
speeds as did the Blackbird. 

The last bike I rode from the Super 
Blackbird flock was Honda Britain's lim- 
ited edition, 50th Anniversary V&M 
Honda CBR1200XX, which on a dozen 
runs failed by only 2 mph to break the 
200 mph- speed barrier, but straddling 
the X11 is the entry ticket to a different 


kind of riding experience. In keeping: 


with the model's modern, not retro, 
design concept, Honda has retained the 
same basic twin-spar alloy beam frame 
as the Blackbird - though with the alloy 
swingarm pivoting not in the engine 
cases, but in the massive rear, centrally 
located casting that also doubles as the 
upper mounting point for the single rear 
shock. 

However, the rider's stance is more 
upright than on the hypertourer, and 
takes a bit of getting used to, with the 
dropped front section of the dual seat 
wedging you firmly in place with fairly 
forward-set, quite low footpegs, with 
hero tabs that are easy to grind down, 





even if ground clearance is otherwise 
pretty good. But there's a long reach to 
the quite flat ‘bars, necessitating that 
you wrap your arms around the bul- 
bous 5.7-gallon fuel tank. Quite why 
Honda felt it necessary to deliver a 200- 
mile range between gas stops to a bike 
which by its very nature is unlikely to 
be used for long-distance cruising is 
another mystery, especially as the 565.4- 
pound fully fueled result takes a bit of 
grappling with - dry weight is 488.4 
pounds, and a smaller fuel tank would 
have been dynamically more sensible, if 
less muscularly imposing to look at. But 
the giant tank has deep indents in its 
flanks for your knees, and once tucked 
in position you feel you're sitting in the 
bike, rather than on it - even if the seat 
padding is a little hard. 

The long stretch to the X11's handle- 
bars means you're sitting in a more 
prone position than on more retro naked 
bikes, and this not only helps load up 
the front wheel with your body weight 
for extra grip in turns (partly helping 
compensate for the lack of front-end 
weight bias after removal of the fairing), 
it also allows you to benefit from a 
clever cómbination of styling and func- 
tion in the shape of the sculpted back to 
the instrument binnacle. This acts as an 
effective wind deflector at speed, and 
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together with the low 795mm seat 


height allows a 6-foot rider to cruise at 
100 mph without any undue wind-blast 
causing you to cling for dear life to the 
handlebars, with just a slight forward 
tilt of your head sufficient to get the air- 
flow running up and over your helmet. 
This is a neat idea, that leaning your 
head off-center really works, even with- 
out the small aftermarket flyscreen from 
Honda's catalog of X11 add-ons. 

The red-faced instruments are sharp- 
looking and clear to read, too - though 
the lack of a digital clock is surprising, 
and with such a massive fuel tank, it'd 
be better to have a gauge to keep you 
abreast of its contents, rather than just a 
warning light. 

An added factor in high-speed per- 


formance, says Honda, is the X11's sin- 


gle most obtrusive styling statement, the 
giant plastic shroud to the twin oil and 
water radiators. This not only lends 
character to the appearance in a jowly 
sort of way - though if this particular 
two-wheeled Rottweiler ever starts 
slavering at the mouth, it'll be a sign 
you have a radiator leak! - it also 
improves cooling via the same low-pres- 
sure extraction system that Honda uses 
on the VTR1000’s side-mounted radia- 
tors, and in addition is claimed to gener- 


„ate added downforce via the angled 


slats in the face of the shroud, further 
improving front-wheel grip. These may 
be a pain to clean of all the road dirt 
thrown up by the front wheel in wet 
weather riding, but after hearing 
Frankie Chili’s graphic description of 
how the massive water radiators on his 
works Suzuki GSX-R750 Superbike 
cause the front end to get light in fast 
turns, I have to admit there could be a 
sound basis for Honda’s changes: Won- 
der if we'll see a similarly shrouded 
Suzuki - or VTR1000 SP-1, a.k.a. RC51 - 
on the Superbike scene next season?! 
Whatever the cause, there's no doubt 
the combined effect is a positive one, 
because the X11 sets new standards in 
handling and performance for the 
naked-roadster class. The precise, light- 
action clutch helps you dial up plenty of 
motion from the meaty motor off the

line. And the fact that this is such a great 
tool to stage off traffic lights makes one 
wonder all the more why Honda 
doesn't sell the X11 stateside, where 
such a bike is in its element - though I'll 
admit that after blowing off the third 
Porsche in a morning, you start to get 
blasé: It’s not even much of a contest, 
really. 

From just over 3000 rpm, the fuel- 
injected motor comes in really hard, 
with a muscular midrange up to six 
grand, but it delivers seamless but sig- 
nificant power all the way to the 9000- 
rpm power peak. After that, it falls off 
steeply and it's time to grab another 
gear on the five-speed cluster: Yes, 
that's right, one less ratio on this all-new 
gearbox (but not the cheapskate Tri- 
umph option of leaving out top gear) 
than the six-speed Super Blackbird, and 
quite right, too. All the extra torque on 
the X11-makes more ratios than five 
redundant, and in everyday riding you 
tend just to stick it in top and ride the 
torque-curve everywhere, without any 
need to kick it down a gear to get the 
motor on the boil for an overtaking 
maneuver. Just twist the throttle in a 
straight line at almost any rev and the 
result is the same - a lovely, liquid 


power delivery that shoves you ever so 


fast down the street, usually with the 
front wheel hovering just off the ground

if you gas it wide open in a lower gear, 
crouched as far over the front wheel as 
the fat fuel tank will let you. There's a 
great feeling of exhilarating excess that's 
paradoxically controllable when you 
accelerate hard on the X11. It gives you 
a buzz, in more ways than one. 

Try doing the same thing exiting.a 
turn, and after coping with the slightly 
jerky pickup from a closed throttle that's 
SO typical of most fuel-injected bikes, 
you'll understand why the rear Showa 
monoshock - adjustable only for pre- 
load, in seven positions - is relatively 


hard-sprung, as the linkless rear suspen- 


sion compresses and puts all that power 
to the tarmac. The Macadams deliver 
enough grip to cope in normal riding 
conditions, though if you get overexcit- 
ed with the right hand when cranked 
over, you can feel the rear tire start to 
walk quite readily some time before you 
get a full-blooded slide. But that serves 
as an effective early warning system, 
and there's no doubt that with grippier 
rubber the stiff chassis is capable of han- 
dling even more power quite compe- 
tently. Fork settings on the cheapo 
43mm cartridge Showas are quite soft, 
though not especially compliant: Cou- 
pled with the stiff rear springing, the 
X11 tends to jump over bumps rather 
than absorb them, and with no adjust- 
ment of any kind at the front end, I'd 

















say a good set of aftermarket upside- 
downers would be top of the list for any 
X11 customer. 

You don't need more compliant forks 
to dial out any undue front-end dive 
that happens when you exploit the X11's 
excellent brakes to their undoubted 
potential - because there isn't any 
That's because this son-of-Blackbird has 
the same Dual-CBS linked-braking sys- 
tem as featured on the CBR1100XX, with 
the three triple-piston calipers, propor- 
tionally connected between the twin 
front 310mm steel discs and single 
256mm rear, delivering balanced and 
extremely powerful braking. A favorite 
topic for bar-room banter, I know there 
are those who reject this system for 
usurping the rider's function in decid- 
ing how much of which brake to use, 
and when - but I'll only say that on this 
kind of bike (and the Super Blackbird) | 
think it's an ideal feature that works 
very well on the X11. 

With an integrated anti-theft system 
that helps resist mechanical tampering, 
that cannot be bypassed by either 
hotwiring the ignition or exchanging the 
ignition-switch module, and also detects 
an attempt to start the bike with a non- 
encoded key, thus shutting down the 
ems's ECU, Honda has made a laudable 
effort to enhance the X11's security, with 
a lockable storage space under the seat 
for a U-lock and chain, as well as any 
small essentials. All this is perhaps with 
half an eye on its most likely habitat, 
namely, city streets, mixed with coun- 
try-lane capers on a Sunday morning. 
However, the surprisingly restricted 
steering lock makes turning around a bit 
of a fag, and the X11 lacks a eue 
stand. But this is no dog of a bike: It's 
serious, well-thought-out attempt z 
reinvent the naked bike, as well as Max- 
out Yamaha's musclerod, albeit with 
some 21st-century styling that may take 
a bit of getting used to. But then that's 
what we were saying 15 years ago, 
when the V-Max was launched. CN

Ciccotto showed up at the Suzuki 

Cup Races and stole the show, as 
well as the majority of the money. Cic- 
cotto won both the Open Suzuki Cup 
Final and the 750cc Suzuki Cup Final - 
run in horrendous conditions - by huge 
margins, proving he was the class of the 
field. In only his fourth full season of 
motorcycle roadracing, Ciccotto dis- 
played incredible talent ey mature rid- 
ing skills to win both’ races in torrential 
downpours. 

Another surprise during the Suzuki 
Cup Races was the performance turned 
in by 16-year-old rising star John Hop- 
kins. Hopkins, who has only been riding 
SuperStock machinery. since midseason, 
won the 600cc Suzuki Cup Final and 
took second to Ciccotto in the 750cc 
Suzuki Cup Race. The young phenom 
had to uphold the honor of the Team 
Valvoline/ EMGO Suzuki squad when 
the factory-contracted duo of Josh 
Hayes and Grant Lopez stepped aside to 
allow the many privateer efforts in 
attendance to get the credit they 
deserve. 

For the second year, American Suzu- 
ki avoided the complete teardown of the 
top five finishing motorcycles in each 
class to determine their legality for the 
horsepower and weight limitations by 
checking them easily with a scale and a 
dynamometer. In years past, the winner 
of the race could be found illegal after 
the trophies were already handed out, 
but now the winners can be verified 
almost before the winners-circle celebra- 
tions end. 

American Suzuki set the limits for 
the Open class bikes - which included

a six-lap preview of what to expect dur- 
ing the final.

day's main event. Ciccotto grabbed the 
lead immediately and put his head 
down to pull away on his Cycle Riders 
of Orlando Suzuki TL-1000R, turning 
times over three-seconds-a-lap faster 
than second-place finisher Chris “Opie” 
Caylor. 





Caylar was racing the venerable 
GSX-R 1100 for only the second time 
ever, and the first time in wet condi- 
tions. Caylor was riding for Team 
Valvoline/EMGO Suzuki in what he 
considered a “try-out” ride with the 
team and to give them a presence in the 
big-bore class. After slowly picking his 

way through the pack of more-experi- 
enced Open class racers to end up sec- 
ond in terrible conditions, Caylor 
showed he has what it takes to ride 
smart as well as fast. 

The first race on Sunday’s schedule 
was the Open Suzuki Cup event that 
would crown a year-end champion and 
pay the winner a cool $5000 for their 
effort. Ciccotto grabbed the holeshot 
from his front-row starting position and 
began to pull away, quickly followed by 
Caylor and Tim Bemisderfer up from 
the second row. By the third lap, Ciccot- 
to’s Michelin rain-slick shod TL-1000R 
had a nine-second lead in the battle for 
second. 

Caylor and Bemisderfer stayed close 
to each other as they pulled away from 
Scott Harwell and Lee Acree’s battle to 
round out the top five. Bemisderfer, 
who has campaigned the Suzuki GSX-R 
1100 for several years, gingerly made his 
way around the big-bike rookie Caylor 
on the back straight. Bemisderfer was 
able to stretch his advantage to about a 
second over Caylor, but was unable to 
make any headway into Ciccotto’s lead. 

At the halfway point of the race, Cic- 

cotto had a 17-second lead over his 
pursuers. 

The battle for fourth and fifth 






heated up when Acree drafted by Har- 
well entering turn one, but Harwell, the 
newly crowned Heavyweight Twins 
Expert National Champion, made an 
ageressive pass down the hill between 
turns 11 and 12 to retake the spot in 
tricky conditions. Harwell, on his Tape- 
works Racing-backed TL-1000R, would 
defend his fourth place from the 
Arclight Suzuki GSX-R 1100 ridden by 
Acree until Harwell fell on the back sec- 


tion, ending an excellent race for posi- 
tion. Caylor reeled Bemisderfer in 
slightly and was ready to try to repass 
for second when a big slide exiting turn 
five made him drop back and reconsid- 
er. Bemisderfer claimed second just five 
seconds ahead of Caylor, but over 20 
seconds behind Ciccotto. 

Ciccotto said from the podium, “I 
just put my head down on the first lap, 
because I wanted to show those guys 
what we had, maybe try to intimidate 
them a little bit, but after two laps I was 
getting huge pit signals telling me what 
kind of lead I had. After that I just kept 
the same pace, because if you lose your 
focus, you can easily fall down trying to 
play it safe." 

Asked if he thought the rain was a 
benefit to the TL-1000R, Ciccotto 
remarked, "Definitely. In the dry, the 
guys on the 1100s were about a second 
faster than I was on the twin, but when 
it started to rain, I could use the torque 
off the corners to my advantage. These 
conditions suited the bike perfectly." 


GSX-R 750 SUZUKI CUP RACE 


The 750cc Suzuki Cup heat race was 
dominated by AMA National regular 
Jimmy Moore, on his Ricci Motorsports- 
backed GSX-R 750. Moore, from 
Eugene, Oregon, has had some experi- 
ence in wet conditions, and put that 
knowledge to good use. Moore led the 
six-lap heat race from the second row of 
the grid and steadily and confidently 
pulled away from the pack, which 
included fellow AMA regular Shane 
Clark and local Georgians Brian Stokes 
and Brian Gibbs. 

Gibbs, making a return to racing after 
a motocross training accident left him 
sidelined with a broken back, rode cau- 
tiously behind Stokes and Clark, trying 
to assure himself a starting position near 
the front. Gaining the biggest advantage 
during the heat race was recent Team 
Valvoline recruit John Hopkins, in his 
third ride on a 750cc racebike, making 
his way up from the back of the 35-rider 
grid from the 21st row. Hopkins, who 
crashed the GSX-R 750 spectacularly in 
turn 12 during morning practice, fought 
all the way up to seventh at the end of 
the six- lap sprint, finishing just behind 
Ciccotto to start on the third row. 

At the drop of the green flag, Moore, 
Clark, and Stokes rushed three-wide 
into turn one only to leave the door 
wide open for Gibbs to rocket up the 
inside like a man possessed. Gibbs, with 
the benefit of new rain tires instead of 
the two-year-old set he used in the heat 
race, found new confidence in his M&M 
Mortgage-sponsored Suzuki. Gibbs held 
on to the lead until Ciccotto rushed by 
in turn five on the second lap. Ciccotto 
concentrated on making a breakaway, 
and turned laps three seconds faster 
than Gibbs and Moore doing it. By the 
third lap, Ciccotto had opened a two- 
second gap and Moore drafted by Gibbs 
entering turn one to take over second 
and try to reel in the rapidly disappear- 
ing Ciccotto. 

"Gibbs soon came under attack from 
Stokes, while Hopkins carefully made 
his way forward in the torrential down- 
pour. Hopkins displaced Clark while 
braking for turn 10 to take over fifth. 
Moore pushed too hard and crashed in 
turn 6 chasing Ciccotto. On the same 
lap, Gibbs, knowing the pace he was 
capable of running, ail riding within 
his limits, waved Stokes by on the back 
straight. Stokes quickly opened a gap 
back to Gibbs but lost the front braking 
for turn one and fell from second place. 
Within a lap, Gibbs went from fourth to 
second without making a pass. Hopkins 
zeroed in on the steady Gibbs and used 

















the same braking maneuver in turn 10 to 
overtake him. 

At the start/finish line, Ciccotto 
recorded his second Suzuki Cup victory 
some nine seconds ahead of Hopkins 
and Gibbs. Behind them came the hard- 
charging John Jacobi, making up for a 
bad start, just ahead of John Haner, to 
round out the top five. Jacobi, an AMA 
National competitor, where racers can 
only use one style of D.O.T. tire, had to 
become accustomed to the Michelin rain 
tires allowed in WERA-sanctioned 
events. Once up to speed, he was charg- 
ing through the field to his fourth-place 
finish. 


GSX-R 600 SUZUKI CUP RACE 


The 600cc Suzuki Cup heat race was 
the most exciting of the day, since the 
750cc and Open races were run-away 
wins for two different riders. Brian 
Gibbs raced here earlier in the year 
against the youngest Hayden brother, 
Roger Lee, before Hayden’s AMA 
debut, and Gibbs came out on top by 
using his head to survive the conditions. 
Gibbs put that experience to good use to 
earn the pole for Sunday’s main event. 

Gibbs got the holeshot from his sec- 
ond-row grid position, followed closely 
by David Rose from the pole position. 
Gibbs led every lap except the last, 
when Rose got by for the lead. Gibbs 
came right back to retake the point posi- 
tion, braking for turn 10, by blocking the 
dry line through the corner. Rose settled 
for second knowing that it was good 
enough for a front-row starting position. 
Shannon Ball watched from his third- 
place spot, also good for a front-row 
grid position, waiting to pick up the 
pieces in case anything went wrong 
with the leaders. 

Again the biggest improvement in 
starting position came from the Team 
Valvoline/EMGO riders Hopkins and 
newly recruited 125 and 250cc GP rider 
Ben Spies. Hopkins has been riding a 
Valvoline Suzuki GSX-R 600 since the 
Loudon round of the AMA National 
Series, but this heat race would mark 
Spies’ third time on a 600cc four-cylin- 
der bike. Following his new teammate 
up from the last row of the grid, 15- 
year-old Spies looked like a veteran in 
the wet conditions, and the two young- 
sters just barely got by longtime Suzuki 
Cup campaigner David McGrath on his 
KWS-backed Suzuki 600 to fill out the 
third row for the final. 

Gibbs rocketed away from the start 





to grab the holeshot and try to open up 
a lead immediately. Across the start /fin- 
ish line for the first time, Gibbs had built 
a two-second lead. Rose pushed hard to 
close the gap heading into turn one for 
the first time and reeled Gibbs in slight- 
ly. Unfortunately, Rose would try too 
hard exiting turn three and crash out of 
the race, his bike tumbling over the 
retaining wall on the outside of the cor- 
ner. Joseph Temperato and Ball graduat- 
ed to second and third but would soon 
come under fire from the hard-charging 
Hopkins. Hopkins was strong on the 
brakes entering the new turn 10 chicane, 
a benefit he learned racing two-stroke 
bikes, and made his move there lap after 
lap. First to fall into his clutches was 
Ball, then one lap later, Temperato. 
Spies was also on the move but was ten- 
tative in the heavy rains that flooded 
parts of the track. 

Gibbs held a comfortable lead over 
the chasing pack but was riding at the 
limit after having missed the setup 
slightly on his bike. With clear track 
ahead, Hopkins was able to cut into 
Gibbs’ lead and outbraked him in the 
usual spot at the halfway flags. Spies 
was now up to third and had towed Ball 
along with him, and they would be the 
next to challenge for podium positions. 
Spies got by Gibbs on the back section of 
the track but Gibbs would up the pace 

even on an ill-handling bike to stay in 
touch with the teenage sensation. Enter- 
ing turn one, Gibbs tried to draft past 
Spies and retake second on the brakes 
but Spies chopped him off going up the 
hill into turn two, allowing Ball to close. 

Ball now, pressured Gibbs for the final 
rostrum position as the laps wound 
down 

Hopkins held a small two-second 
lead for the last several laps over Spies, 
who cooked his tires coming through 
the field so fast. On the white-flag lap, 
Ball took third from Gibbs after a. near 
high-side threw him out of the seat. 
Gibbs was determined not to settle for 
anything less than a podium position 
and a chance to spray the champagne, 
so entering turn one for the final time 

Gibbs used the same draft and outbrak- 
ing maneuver he tried on Spies, and this 
time it stuck. Gibbs put his intimate 
knowledge of Road Atlanta to work on 
that last lap to defend every line you 
could possibly try to make a pass in 
order to hold off Ball to the checkered 
flag. 

“I doubted myself at the beginning of 
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The Arclight Suzuki team captured the 
overall win in the WERA Endurance finale. 





the race because I crashed this morning 
when I hit a puddle, and there was a lot 
more standing water out there during 
the race. But once we got going I felt 
comfortable and was able to pick those 
guys off one by one," Hopkins said after 
his first National-caliber race win. Hop- 
kins, the winner of the American Aprilia 
Cup Championship, heads from here to 
Italy for a try-out ride on the factory

WERA National Endurance Series 
Round 10: Road Atlanta .

BRASELTON, GA, OCT. 8 
he reigning WERA National 
Endurance Series Champions, 
Semoff Brothers Racing (SBR), 
capped off a great year of Endurance 
Racing by filling two of the top three 
overall positions at the final endurance 
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Road Race 


race of the year, held at the WERA 
Grand National Finals at Road Atlanta. 
Although SBR wrapped up the 1999 
WERA National Endurance Champi- 
onship at the previous Willow Springs 
24-Hour event, they decided to field two 
teams at the Road Atlanta final. Team 
regulars Glenn Szarek and Scott Brown 
rode the number-one-plated Yamaha 
YZF R-1 to second overall, and in the 
Pirelli Heavyweight Superbike class; 
while reigning Formula USA Champion 
Michael Barnes and Paul Youngman 
rode the team's back-up bike to the win 
in the Heavyweight SuperStock class 
and third overall. 

Taking the win in the Heavyweight 
Superbike class and the overall at Road 
Atlanta was Arclight Suzuki Racing, 
with Tray Batey and Lee Acree aboard 
the team's Suzuki GSX-R 750 Superbike. 
After battling mysterious mechanical 
gremlins for the majority of the year, the 
Arclight team was glad to end the sea- 
son on a high note with an excellent 
win, leading from start to finish. Com- 
ing off a great performance at the gruel- 
ing 24-Hour race helped Arclight Suzuki 
to leap from fourth in overall points to 
second coming into this last round, just 
barely edging out the delightfully 
quirky Army of Darkness for the run- 
ner-up spot. 

Army of ‘Darkness, never ones to rest 
on their laurels, put a plan into motion 
to try and wrench the number-two plate 
away from the Arclight effort. Team 
Owner Sam Fleming opted to install his 
Daytona 200 spec GSX-R 750 motor into 
the teams well-sorted Suzuki GSX-R 600 
racer in an effort to beat the Arclight 
entry on the track and in the final points 
standings. To hedge his bet, Fleming 
also solicited renowned fast guy Mark 
Junge to help with the riding chores on 
the powerful hybrid bike. Along with 
the new-found power of the AOD bike 
came some peculiar handling problems 
that the team turned to Max McAllister 
of Traxxion Dynamics to solve, which 
he did, by installing a new rear shock 
minutes before the start of the race. 

At the start of the last WERA 
Endurance race of the millennium, 
Junge rocketed the Michelin-shod Suzu- 
ki into the lead from the front row. 
Junge could only hold off the charging 
Batey on the Pirelli-equipped Arclight 
GSX-R 750 Superbike for one lap before 











giving up the lead. Junge held down 
second between Arclight Suzuki and 
Semoff Brothers Racing for several laps 
before SBR’s Szarek, who was coming to 
grips with a bad vibration, motored by 
on the back straight. Thirty minutes into 
the four-hour race, while holding down 
a comfortable third place, Junge was 
shown the “meatball” flag directing him 
to come into the pits for a stop-and-go 
penalty. Junge pulled into the pits to 
confer with the WERA officials about 
the nature of the problem. In the rush to 
get the bike ready for the race, Junge 
forgot to sign the team’s entry form and 
was told that he was not allowed on the 
track until he signed it. So, right there 
on pit road, in full leathers and sitting 
on the racebike, Junge was handed a 
pen and an entry form and was made to 
sign before being able to return to the 


racetrack. While in the pits, Army of 


Darkness performed one of their flaw- 
less pit stops and returned Junge to the 
race two laps down to the leaders, 
which basically ended their hopes of 
earning the points needed to surpass 
Arclight Suzuki for second in the cham- 
pionship. 

During AOD's clerical problems, SBR 
II was making their way through the 
field to take over the vacated third spot 
and first in the Heavyweight SuperStock 
class, with Barnes aboard. Another team 
on the move from the back of the pack 
was the Corona Extra-sponsored EBSCO 
suzuki Hayabusa 1300 with Mark 
McDaniels and Cal Rayborn doing the 
riding. The big Suzuki moved up to fifth 
overall and second in the Heavyweight 
SuperStock class by the end of the first 
hour. Amazingly, Junge, on the Army of 
Darkness special, managed to claw his 
way back to the fourth overall position 
as the first hour came to a close only one 
lap behind SBR II in third. Suffering 
with a vibration from the front tire, 
Szarek lost touch with Arclight Suzuki 
and ended the first hour over a minute 
behind. Arclight rider Batey was com- 
fortably turning 1:29 lap times to pull 
away from the field. 

Tapeworks Racing had yet another 
run of bad luck in the form of a blown 
head gasket that sidelined them 45 min- 
utes into the race. Tapeworks casually 
changed motors in their racebike and 
took to the track, just before the end of 
the second hour, in last place to try and 











salvage some points in this final race. 


Semoff Brothers cut into Arclight's lead 
at the end of the second hour after an 
unscheduled tire change removed the 
offending Dunlop slick. The gap 
between Arclight and SBR was only 38 
seconds at the halfway point of the race. 
The Heavyweight SuperStock entries of 
SBR II and EBSCO Suzuki were three 
laps behind the leading duo, but only 
nine seconds apart on the track, for first 
and second in their class. Just three 
more seconds back was the Army of 
Darkness Heavyweight Superbike entry 
to round out the top five, third in class. 

With only 30 minutes remaining in 
the four-hour race, Junge, riding his sec- 
ond stint, brought the AOD bike in with 
serious mechanical woes. Team owner 
Fleming commented, "It was totally 
unexpected. We have never finished the 
race here at the Grand National Finals, 
in fact, we've started calling this race the 
"WERA DNF.” 

Local Heavyweight SuperStock team 
from Dawsonville, Georgia, D&D Rac- 
ing, took over the fifth-overall position 
after the Army of Darkness retirement. 
D&D have had a string of Heavyweight 
SuperStock victories since the third 
round of the series that ended during 
the Willow 2000 24-Hour race. They 
would wrap up the class championship 
with a top-five finish at the Road 
Atlanta 4-Hour. 

When the final checkered flag flew 
ending the WERA National Endurance 
Series for 1999, Arclight Suzuki had put 
in a flawless effort to win the last race of 
the season overall. Second overall in the 
Road Atlanta race and the Pirelli Heavy- 
weight Superbike class was Semoff 
Brothers Racing. SBR II earned the 
Heavyweight SuperStock class win and 
rounded out the overall podium. Second 
in the Heavyweight Superstock class 
and fourth overall was the EBSCO 
Hayabusa 1300, four laps ahead of the 
D&D Raci ing entry in fifth overall. 

Arclight Suzuki won the WERA 
National Endurance Championship for 
the second year in a row, and the Pirelli 
Heav yweight Superbike class in the 
process. With the win at the final event, 
the Lafayette, California-based team, 
Semoff Brothers Racing, earned second 
in the overall, and in the Pirelli Heavy- 
weight Superbike class. D&D Racing’ S 
third place in the Heavyweight Super-

Stock race was more than enough to 
wrap up the class championship and 
earn fifth in the overall standings. Army 
of Darkness had already won the Medi- 
umweight Superbike class at the last 
event, and Team Chicago had also put 
the finishing touches on the Medi- 
umweight SuperStock class at the 24- 
hour race in California. CN

ichael Himmelsbach, the two- 
A time WERA 125cc Grand Prix 

National Champion, beat out 
several young rising stars in the sport of 
motorcycle grand prix road racing to 
earn the inaugural Grand Prix Riders 
Association (GPRA) National Champi- 
onship. Himmelsbach bested the likes of 
15-year-old phenoms Jason DiSalvo, Ben 
Spies and Jason Peters, Vicky Jackson- 
Bell, and west coast teenage sensation 
Hawk Mazzotta in the two-leg champi- 
onship format. DiSalvo and Himmels- 
bach won one leg each, but Himmels- 
bach came away with the championship 
by virtue of his better finish in the sec- 
ond leg. 

Leg one of the GPRA 125cc GP was 
run under threatening skies, and had to 
be stopped on the seventh lap of 10 
when a cloud burst sent four of the 38 
riders tumbling, including race leader 
Himmelsbach, who had just passed DiS- 
alvo for the lead. Scoring backed up one 
lap to credit DiSalvo with the win, Him- 
melsbach with a gracious second place, 
and Spies with a hard-fought third on 
his back-up bike. 

Leg two started under dreadful con- 
ditions; with heavy rains and standing 
water all around the track. Himmels- 
bach had the most experience riding in 
the wet conditions, and it showed right 
from the start. Himmelsbach and Spies 
jumped out in front of the field to lead 
from the drop of the green flag. Spies, 
fresh from a top-three finish in the 
600cc Suzuki Cup race, was having 
trouble getting accustomed to the small- 
er bike but valiantly passed for the lead 
twice on the first lap. Himmelsbach put 
his head down and began to pull away 
from his pursuers. DiSalvo first found 
his way past Mazzotta, then Spies, to 
try to keep Himmelsbach in sight. Maz- 

















zotta made his way into third as Spies 
ran into trouble on his underpowered 
reserve bike and ended his day with a 
crash in turn 10 trying to overcome the 


handicap. The top three spread out over. 


the course of the drenched race and all 
held on to finish in the harsh condi- 
tions. DiSalvo had already wrapped up 
the WERA 125cc GP Championship the 
day before and would soon be on an 
airplane to South America to contest the 
last two rounds of the World Grand 
Prix Series, and did not want to risk a 
crash. 

The rider on the move was newcom- 
er Jason Peters, who had missed the first 
leg of the championship because of a 
mechanical problem and had to start 
from the last position on the huge grid 
of riders. Peters made his way up from 
the 23rd row of the starting grid into 
sixth place at the finish in one of his first 
rides in the rain in his first season of rac- 
ing. 

The WERA Grand National Finals 
are the last races of the year in which 
National Champions are crowned in all 
classes. Normally, the Pro-Am classes 
that are run at the National Challenge 
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weekends will have several champi- 
onships decided before the final round. 
This season, because of the extremely 
competitive nature of the series, most 
National Champions would be crowned 
at the last event on the schedule. 
Vesrah/Marshall Distributing- 
backed Mark Junge and Arclight Suzu- 
ki rider Joe Prussiano came into the last 
race with only three points separating 
them in the Open SuperStock National 
Championship. In order for Junge and 
his Michelin-shod Kawasaki ZX-9R to 
win the title, he would need to have at 
least one person between Prussiano 
and himself. Junge grabbed the 
holeshot at the start and wanted to 
break away from the pack, but Tim 
Bemisderfer, on a Yamaha YZF R-1, 
quickly attached himself to the tail sec- 
tion of Junge's big-bore Kawasaki. 
Junge and Bemisderfer swapped the 
lead braking for turn one or drafting on 
the back straight lap after lap. At the 
halfway flags, the dicing duo appeared 
from beneath the Michelin bridge side 
by side and held their positions 
through turns 11 and 12, down the 
front straightaway and into turn one. 
Bemisderfer took over the lead braking 
for turn two only to have Junge re-pass 





on the back straight. On the run to the 
white flag, Bemisderfer got the point 
and defended the position to the check- 
ers. Junge checked over his shoulder 
after crossing the start/finish line to see 
sly veteran Prussiano stalking just a 
hundred yards behind the leaders in 
case he needed to make a move to sal- 
vage his championship. As it turns out, 
Prussiano earned the Open SuperStock 
Championship by one slim point. 

The Michelin 750cc SuperStock class 
was won by AMA National regular John 
Jacobi, in very wet conditions. The AMA 
Series does not allow the use of full rain 
slicks in their series, only one D.O.T. 
tread pattern per manufacturer. Jacobi 
had not been on actual rain tires in over 
two years and was surprised by how 
much grip was available from the 
newest Michelin rains. He went on to 
win the race by over 11 seconds from 
Tim Bemisderfer and Arclight Suzuki 
teammates Lee Acree and Prussiano. 
Acree came into the Road Atlanta round 
one point behind Prussiano and left 
with the Michelin 750 SuperStock 
Championship by the same one-point 
margin. 

Jacobi also won the Formula One 
race over the third Arclight Suzuki

team member, Tray Batey. Jacobi used 
the exact same setup as the 750cc 
SuperStock race to beat Batey by over 
14 seconds in what both riders agree 
were the worst conditions either had 
ever raced in. Jacobi handed Batey his 
only defeat of the season, but Batey had 
long since wrapped up the Formula 
One title. : 

The Pirelli 600cc SuperStock race was 
another championship that was decided 
before the final round, with the honor 
going to Junge. He did not need to run 
the last race but did anyway to show 
why he is the 1999 Champion. Junge 
used his Michelin-equipped Kawasaki 
ZX-6R to dominate the field in the 
stormy conditions, taking the win by 
over 21 seconds from Canadian Joseph 
Temperato. 

The newest member of the Team 
Valvoline/ EMGO Suzuki squad, Ben 
Spies, won the final round of the Formu- 
la Two Series on a Michelin-shod Suzuki 
GSX-R 600. Spies normally campaigns a 
Yamaha TZ-250 GP bike but was con- 
tacted by Team Valvoline to contest the 
Suzuki Cup races. In only his third time 
on the bike, Spies showed great maturi- 
ty to close out his season with his first 
National Championship. 








The Heavyweight Twins Expert 
Championship was captured by Brian 
Honeycutt, and the Novice title went to 
Greg Callahan. The final race of the sea- 
son was won by Phillippe Kostezer for 
the experts and Dr. Adam Mashike for 
the novices, both on Michelin-shod 
Suzuki TL-1000Rs. Mashike's win was 
not only his first National victory, but 
his first win ever in his 10-year on-and- 
off racing career. 

Andy Caldwell dominated the wet 
Novice classes at the Grand National 
Finals, winning three races, the 600cc 
and 750cc Production and 600cc Super- 
bike classes. Adam Coco came through 
from the second wave to win the 750cc 
Superbike race, but the class champi- 
onship went to four-time race winner 
Rick Fairbairn. Tim Brewer came away 
from the season with two champi- 
onships to his credit. Brewer won both 
600cc and 750cc Production classes after 
a yearlong cross country battle at tracks 
around the U.S., and his teammate Brian 
Hayes was second in both classes. 
Hayes himself earned the 600cc Super- 
bike Championship. CN

WENDOVER, NV, OCT. 10 

Imost five months had passed 
since the last National Hare & 
, Hound. That’s a long time for 
the e riders who still had a shot at 
the 1999 title to think about it. With two 
rounds remaining, they came to the high 
desert on the Northern Utah/Nevada 
line with the same goal in mind. Brian 
Brown could clinch the title with a win 
here. Destry Abbott and Ty Davis both 
needed the win to stop Brian and stay in 






‘the chase for a title shot in the final 


round two weeks later. 

Ron Dillon and USA Promotions, 
along with help from the local USRA 
and a big bunch of volunteers, put 
together a 90-mile, three-loop course 
that started and ended just outside the 
Wendover city limits, and attracted 
nearly 250 riders (including minis). With 
no rain for quite some time, dust would 
play a big role in the outcome of this 
race. 

When the banner dropped on the 
Pro/Expert start, a hundred-plus riders 
held the throttle wide open all the way 
to the end of the relatively short bomb 
run in hopes of getting that holeshot 
and the clear air that went with it. Spec- 
tators at the end of the bomb run found 
themselves running for cover as the rid- 
ers swung ever wider, trying to get out 
of the dust and into air clear enough to 
see where they were going. Ninety 
miles, 2 hours, 25 minutes later, Team 
Green's Destry Abbott crossed the finish 
line to take the overall win and keep 
alive his chances for the championship 
title. 

In a field full of fast motorcycles, it 
was the YZF400 Yamaha of defending 
Hare & Hound Champion Ty Davis out 
in front at the end of the bomb run, 
beating even the factory Kawasakis (if 


only by a few bike lengths). As Davis

slowed slightly and began to make the 
hard left hand turn that would put him 
onto the start of the course, he was 
unaware that Dustin Headman was 
coming up from behind. Charging hard, 
Headman attempted to pass by driving 
to the inside, straight across Davis’ line. 
His bike hit the Yamaha's front wheel, 
sending Davis over the bars and onto 
the ground in front of the entire field of 
riders. Through the thick dust, it was 
impossible to tell what happened next, 
and it was unclear whether another 
(multibike) pileup in the same corner 
was the result of Davis and Headman 
coming together, or a separate incident. 
When the dust finally cleared enough to 
see, everyone was up and gone but 
Davis. With a push from some specta- 
tors and a few kicks, he was running 
again, but by now the leaders were long 
gone, taking with them Davis' hopes for 
a third national title. 

“I was in fifth gear and we were just 
backing down to make the corner and 
he (Headman) just came in and clocked 
me," said Davis. "I went end over end, 
and I couldn't find my bike it was so 
dusty, and I thought I was going to get 
ran over. I just put my back like this (he 
hunches over with his head tucked into 
his chest) and I tried to look back. I 
knew it (the bike) was in (the dust) there 
somewhere, and I found it, and it was 
bent up. It would start and then quit, 
and I finally got it going." 

When asked about the first-turn inci- 
dent, Headman offered, "I was way on 
the inside and he (Davis) came in little 
too tight and started turning, and I 
didn't have nowhere to go, and hit him 
and he went down. It was kind of a bad 
deal. I hope he's all right." 

Abbott watched it unfold from 
behind. 

“I saw Dustin take Ty out. I don't 
think he realized we were turning, and I 


was about 10-20 feet behind him, and I- 


was kind of worried about Ty because 
he hit him hard.” 

Meanwhile, out front, the riders set- 
tled into a fast pace, the dust making it 
all but impossible to pass. 

"Brian and I went back and forth off 








the start, and I got him just before the 
road crossing, and it was so dusty that 
you couldn't really do anything, and 1 
just rode smooth," said Abbott. 

Headman, on a CR500, said, “I 
swung out a little wide (out of the first 
turn) and got the lead right there. 
(Later) I had to slow the pace down 
because my bike. was overheating. 
Destry got me about half way through 
the second loop. I guess he had a minute 
off me on the second loop. I caught him 
pretty quick but couldn't get around his 
dust; there was just nowhere to go." 

Team Green's Brian Brown said, "I 
got a two-kick start, so that wasn't that 
great. After Headman took Davis out, | 
passed Destry. I was in second and blew 
the next corner in the sand wash. Destry 
was right behind me and he had more 
momentum out of the corner. He passed 
me right there and that was about it." 

Greg Zitterkopf, back after a two- 
year legal battle with KTM that kept 
him out of racing, finished fourth over- 
all and first Vet A, on a Kawasaki 500. 

"| got a good start, then got a flat tire 
at the start of the second loop, and | 
rode the whole thing with a flat front. 1 
could see Brian in front of me, but then 
l'd wash out and it would remind me 
that I needed to slow down, especially 
considering our bike broke yesterday. 
Kawasaki put new center cases on it last 
night. I was just happy to be here." 

Abbott held on to second until he 
passed Headman on the second loop. 
Once in front, he never gave it back. The 
Pro. Circuit/Shoei /Acerbis/Team 
Green-backed rider was definitely 
pleased by his win. 

"The last loop, Dustin caught up to 
me again, but it was fast and dusty, and

[ just rode a really good pace and kept 
him behind me," Abbott said. "I felt 
really good; it was probably the tough- 
est win I’ve had. Dustin rode great, but 
the Kawasaki worked better. 

"It would have been neat if Davis 
hadn't gone down and we could've seen 
if we could've beat him straight out. I 
felt pretty confident that we could. The 
club. did a really good job. They ran us 
through some tight stuff. The markings 
were a little better." 

After the events of the first turn, 
Montclair Yamaha's Davis had to settle 
for 10th place. 

"The first loop was just really dusty 
and there were guys crashing all over 
the place," Abbott said. "I was 20th at 
the end (of the first loop) and I almost 
pulled in. The second loop was pretty 
challenging. It was a lot of old course, 
lots of whoops. We did get into some 
tight stuff, and I may have passed five 
or six guys on that loop." 

First and second places in the 1999 
Hare & Hound Championship Series will 
be decided at the final round at Lucerne 
Valley, California, on October 24. 

“I'd like to win it on a good note, 
anything can happen," Abbott said. 
“Brian's a great rider, so I’m not going 
to doubt that can do it, that's for sure. 
He's my teammate in the Best of the 
Desert Series, and he's riding really 
good, so we'll see what happens. My 
goal is to win a championship, and 1 
have a chance of winning the Hare & 
Hound, and maybe the Best in the 
Desert." 

Brown sounded pretty matter of fact, 
saying, "It's coming down to Lucerne. 
As long as I win that one, I should have 
it.”

ge or the fifth time in 1999, Australian 
E upstart Shane Watts scored an 
m overall win on his KTM 125 in the 
AMA Grand National Cross Country 
Series, edging Team Suzuki's Rodney 
Smith by just three seconds at the Scare- 
crow GNCC in muddy Lisbon, Ohio. 
However, second place was all that 
Smith needed to clinch his second con- 
secutive series championship aboard his 
RM250 Suzuki. 

“We did it,” summed up Smith of his 
afternoon and season. “It feels great to 
stand up here and be the champion 
again. It was a little bit tougher than it 
was last year, but I brought a lot of 
problems on myself at the beginning of 
the year. Through the summer I had 
some health problems which didn't 
make it any easier, but I stayed focused 
and got back up on top. You know, it 
was an up-and-down year for every- 
body, which proves the strength and 
depth of the series. Last year I proved to 
the fans and everyone that I could win, 
and this year I proved that I can back it 
up. I’m really proud that a lot of people 
have gotten behind me, and I want to 
thank the fans and the people at Suzuki 
and all of my sponsors for winning this 
championship." 

For the 27-year-old Watts, it truly 
was an up-and-down year. After win- 
ning four of the first five races he 
entered in the series, Watts suffered a 
severe knee injury that cost him three 
months and a shot at the series champi- 
onship. Rather than sit out the rest of

the series, Watts returned last month at 
less than 100 percent to try to salvage 
what he could as far as the GNCC tour 
goes. After misfiring at two previous 
events, he got back on the winning track 
in Ohio to take his fifth overall win - the 
most in the series. 

“Bring on the champagne,” said a 
thrilled Watts after the narrow victory, 


, 


his first since May. “I was just cruising 


along, trying to hang in there as long as 
I could. My fitness has been a bit of 
question the last two rounds, but I fig- 
ured if I didn't hold any aspirations of 
winning and not put any pressure on 
myself, things might work out my way, 
and that's exactly what happened." 

"] was trying to ride a smart race and 
I knew I only needed to beat Freddy 
(Andrews) to win the championship," 
explained Smith of his race. "That start- 
ed playing with my mind a little bit, but 
I held the pace with the guys and hung 
in there. With a couple of laps to go I 
didn't know if Freddy was still in the 
race or not, but I knew it was time to, 
pick it up and go after the win." 

Finishing a GNCC career-high third 
overall - and giving Team KTM two 
podium finishers - was former AMA 
National Enduro Series Champion Mike 
Lafferty. The New Jersey-based pilot 
was in the hunt for the overall win all 
day long for the win, but the battle 
between Watts and Smith carried them 
away from Lafferty on the last lap. He 
settled for third overall, just 35 seconds 
behind winner Watts. 

“Man, that was awesome,” said Laf- 
ferty, who is backed by KTM, Trelle- 
borg, Moose, Scott and FMF. "I rode 
pretty smart and tried to follow the top 
guys, and the last two laps I really want- 





ed to charge because I’ve been training 
really hard and | felt like I was ready to 
go. The track wasn’t too rough and it 
was real fast. I really concentrated on 
staying with Shane and Rodney, but we 
got into lappers and they got away from 
me. I just put my head down and rode 
to the end. I want to congratulate Shane 
for getting the win and Rodney on the 
championship." 

Smith's Suzuki teammate Steve 
Hatch was fourth overall, while enduro 
legend Randy Hawkins placed a season- 
best fifth on his Yamaha YZ4A0OF. 

Coming into the penultimate round 
of the 13-race series in Lisbon, only 
Ohio's own Fred Andrews had a shot at 
knocking the crown off Smith's head. 
The Team Green/Pro Circuit/Acer- 
bis/Moose/CTi/Uni/Tsubaki/ Andrew 
s Racing-backed Andrews had won two 
straight events to keep his title hopes 
alive, but needed to win each of the last 
two races to stay in the picture. 
Andrews grabbed the holeshot and con- 
tended for the early lead, but the former 
'93 GNCC champion. was out of the race 
by the fourth lap after snapping off his 
brake pedal in a collision with Team 
Suzuki's Paul Edmondson. That effec- 
tively ended the title chase for this sea- 
son in favor of FMF/IMS/Dunlop/ 
Alpinestars-backed Smith. 

Smith's championship was his sec- 
ond in à row and second ever in GNCC 
racing. He joins five-time champion 
Scott Summers ('/90-'92, '96, '97), two- 
time champion Scott Plessinger (/94-'95) 
and Andrews ('93) on the list of this 
decade's GNCC #1 riders. 

“It was a heck of a year and we're 
really glad to have the championship 
again," 
Mike Webb. "Congratulations to Shane 
for coming back and winning - he 
showed that he's going to be a force to 
be reckoned with next year. Also, my 
hat is off to Freddy Andrews, who rode 
one of the best races I ever saw in my 
life at Mt. Morris two weeks ago. He 
gave us a trouble all year long and made 
us work hard for this championship. 
Our whole team had to work their butts 
off. The GNCC Series is a war of attri- 
tion, and the guy who makes it to the 
end is the guy who wins, and that's 
what makes it such a great title to win." 

Smith is wrenched by former off- 
road. star Mark Hyde, a four-time win- 
ner of the legendary Blackwater 100. 

Due to a disputed road crossing, the 
Scarecrow GNCC was moved at the last 
minute from its original site 20 miles 
away to the property of former Ohio 
racer Steve Johnson, which is dubbed 
Crow Canyon Raceway. (Lisbon is also 
known as the hometown of former 
AMA 500cc National MX Champion 
Gary Semics.) The 12th round of the 
GNCC Series was the first race ever held 
on the property, which meant a com- 
pletely virgin trail for the more than 500 
riders who showed up for the weekend 
event. The course measured just over 
nine miles, mostly through tight woods 
and fast fields. Early morning rain 
caused some concern for the Pro riders, 
but the preceding novice race served as 
a dirt Zamboni for the muddy course, 
making conditions much better for the 
afternoon run. Lap times measured 
right around the 23-minute mark 
throughout the race. Watts' overall win- 
ning time was two hours, 54 minutes, 45 
seconds. 

With his back against the wall, 
Andrews responded with a holeshot to 
lead everyone off the dead-engine start. 
Unfortunately, he missed the trail and 
surrendered the lead. At the end of the 
first lap, the order read Smith, Edmond- 
son, former champion Scott Plessinger, 


said Team Suzuki off-road boss. 





West Virginia's Doug Blackwell, Hatch 
and Andrews. 

Throughout the early laps the lead 
changed hands back and forth between 
Smith and his teammate Hatch. Watts 
was a dismal 15th at the end of the first 
of seven total laps, but he did manage to 
climb into fourth by the end of the sec- 
ond lap. 

At the halfway point, Smith led, with 
Edmondson holding second ahead of 
Lafferty, Watts, and a solid-riding 
Blackwell. Andrews was out this time, 
and early contender Jim Jarrett, 
Andrews' teammate and a local favorite, 
crashed out as well. 

Throughout the second half of the 
race, the lead pack traded turns out 
front. It appeared that Smith was in the 
driver's seat with two laps to go, but 
Watts proved to be à more consistent 
pilot on this day. 

"What an I say? Shane was right 
there all day and he rode smart," 
explained Smith. "I made a few mis- 
takes, mostly because it was slippery. 1 
was up there on the last lap and pulling 
away, but I made a couple of mistakes 
and he got me. It was tough running 
that pace in these conditions, and I was 
trying to run away but I lost the front 
end. I caught back up but there wasn't 
any time left for me." 

“I was trying not to think about Rod- 
ney because he was coming at me with a 
really hard pace, and I knew someone 
was going to have to crash at that pace, 
because that's what happened all year,’ 
explained Watts of the sprint for the fin- 
ish. "Luckily it was Rodney who 
crashed, and I ended up back in the 
winner's circle." 

"My knee hasn't been the problem, 
but my fitness has," added Michelin/ 
Pro Grip/Alpinestars/ Acerbis / Arai / 
FMF/Moose Tubes-backed Watts, who 
also won last weekend's AMA National 
Hare Scrambles race in Indiana. "I think 
I proved that I’m ready now, so like I 
said this morning, ‘Let's get it on.'" 

Prerace contender Barry Hawk Jr., 
who finished on the podium at the last 
race in Pennsylvania, was hoping that 
by parking his quadcycle for this event, 
he might better his chances of actually 
winning the motorcycle overall. (Hawk 
had already wrapped up his seventh 
consecutive quadcycle championship 
before the Scarecrow event.) Hawk actu- 
ally had the fastest lap time of the day in 
the middle part of the race (21:13), but 
then suffered an injury.

Hawk's teammate Randy Hawkins 
put in his best GNCC ride of the year for 
fifth overall in Ohio. 

"The track was really good and my 
Yamaha was working great," said 
Hawkins, who hails from South Caroli- 
na. "It's just been taking some time to 
get used to this four-stroke, but I think I 
have a good handle on it now. I had a 
bad start - maybe dead last - but once I 
got rolling I was really happy with the 
way I rode. I caught Paul Edmondson 
with a lap to go and ended up pulling 
off a fifth." 

Rounding out the top 10 overall were 
Edmondson, Blackwell, Hawk, Ohio's 
own Chuck Woodford, and North Car- 
olina's Steve McSwain. 

With one race left and the title 
clinched by Smith, the rest of the stand- 
ings show Andrews pretty much a lock 
in. second, Hatch third and Hawk 
fourth. CN

hing in the World 250c Ocross Series? But it 
just goest quickly things can change. 

Before that disastrous one-year stint in the 250cc 
class, Chiodi produced some fair results in the 125cc 
class. In the 1993 World 125cc MX Series, Chiodi rode 
his Honda to an eighth-place finish by year’s end. The 
short-in-stature but strong Italian continued to put in 
two more years in the 125cc class. In 1994, Chiodi 
stepped it up and was a serious contender for the title, 
just missing out on the number-one plate to American 
Bobby Moore. The following year, Chiodi left Honda 
and signed with Yamaha, filling the void left by Moore 
who moved to another team. Once again, Chiodi spent 
the “95 season fighting for the title, and, once again, 
came up just short, losing out to Alessandro Puzar. It 
was a tough loss for the Italian,who had, during the 
course of the year, blown the doors off the likes of 
American Jimmy Button and Frenchman Sebastien 
Tortelli. Chiodi was certainly coming of age. 

Despite the loss, Chiodi had strengthened his confi- 
dence and knew his own title was just around the cor- 
ner. But a change to the 250cc class the following year 
nearly cost him all that confidence he had just built up. 
Chiodi just couldn't get it together in the 250cc class, 
finishing 16th overall. His only high point that year was 
a third-place podium finish. 

Chiodi returned to the 125cc class in '97 and finally 
got his long-waited title. He followed that up with two 
more titles, becoming only the third rider since Harry 
Everts and Gaston Rahier to win three 125cc World 
titles in a row. 

“I am a part of history," Chiodi said shortly after 
winning his third title in a row. "I am very 
proud to be able to say that. 

“Those first few years on the cham- 
pionship trail were tough,” he said. 
“Moving to the 250cc class was a 
mistake at the time, but I 
learned everything in those 
years and I would not 
change anything." 

The 1999 season was 
anóther learning experi- 
ence for Chiodi. The first 
round of the champi- 
onship was held in France, 
and straight away Chiodi 
was on the defensive. 
American Jeff Dement rode 
into Chiodi more than once 
in the second moto. The two 
engaged in a brilliant struggle 
for the win, with "Chicco" just 
edging out the American for the 
win. Chicco also had to fight for vic- 
tory in the first moto, as French local 
Johnny Aubert led the moto and looked 
likely to go away until a broken chain left | C 
him stranded on the side of the track. Chiodi," 
though, expected to win regardless. 

" Aubert and Dement were fast," Chiodi said. "I saw 
from the way they were riding that I could catch them 
and pass them. Aubert DNFed and that was a shame - I 
wanted to pass him on the track" 

With his confidence still on a high, Chiodi raced 
through the season with the same determination as the 
two previous years, and it was little surprise that after 
France he won eight of the 13 rounds. 

A rider who did keep Chiodi honest, though, was 
fellow Italian Motocross des Nations teammate Claudio 
Federici. Federici won most of the scraps Chiodi had 
left; at times Federici even looked capable of winning 
the championship, only to have Chiodi come back a 
race later and kill that notion. 

"Claudio was my biggest problem all year long," 
Chiodi said. "I knew that coming into the year, he was 
going to be tough. He also wants very much to be a 
world champion." 

One place Chiodi had been unbeatable in previous 
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years was the hillside track of 
Cingoli, Italy. Yet, in 1999, 
Federici stole a moto from 
Chiodi. Federici, however, 
blew it big time in the next 
moto, crashing three times 
and handing Chiodi his 
second overall win of the 
year. It pretty much ria 
went his way until the fo / BFR uuu" 
competition arrived at ^. din 
Foxhill in England.

GALENA, MO, OCT. 1-3 
ike Alessi made a successful tran- 
Lil sition to new equipment - a 
Yamaha YZ80 and a KTM 65 - 
posting five separate class victories. He 
won the 60cc Stock and Modified (9-11) 
classes, the 85cc Stock and Modified (7- 
11) classes, and the KTM Race of Cham- 
pions final event during the NMA Bran- 
son Motocross Championships, held in a 
small town just outside the Midwestern 
city of lights - Branson, Missouri. 

"This year, we have almost a thou- 
sand racers," said race promoter Ron 
Henrickson. "This race draws a lot of 
riders from the plains states. We don't 
run qualifiers, and the track is all natur- 
al terrain, and for many, it's their only 
chance all year to race against America's 
best motocrossers." 

"We came to Branson this year to 
focus on the Race of Champions, since 
this is such a prestigious event," Alessi 
said, "but a week before this national, I 
was able to get my new Yamaha 80s and 
KTM 65s, and I raced back home at a 
Trans-Cal event and felt fast enough 
right away to race the Branson National 
on my new bikes. So I did, and every- 
thing turned out great." 

Alessi had no problems aboard his 
20-hp R&D Racing Engine KTM 65s in 
the 65cc (9-11) division. He swept every 
moto of every race, with KTM team- 
mates Zach Osborne and Cole Seely 
playing catch-up in just about every 
moto of both the Stock and Modified 
classes. 

The 80cc (7-11) class victories came a 
little tougher, though, after a struggle in 
an early moto of the Modified race. 

“Our race in the 80cc Modified class 
was an early-morning race, and the 
track was pretty muddy and I fell a cou- 
ple times," Alessi explained. "Our bike 
still had stock tires and suspension, and 
hard-pack tires and stiff suspension is 
kind of a bad combination for the mud." 

Despite the falls, Alessi was able to 





race back to second place, behind local 
champion Dennis Jonon. 

“I am glad I was able to get back to 
second," Alessi said. "Now all I have to 
do is win the final and I can still get the 
overall." 

Alessi did just that, coming back with 
a vengeance to win all the remaining 80cc 
motos for the overall titles in both the 
80cc Stock and Modified (7-11) divisions. 

Alessi concluded his week's perfor- 
mance by dominating the two final 
KTM Race of Champions motos, earning 
a $5000 U.S. savings bond from KTM 
Sport Cycles. 

"Mike used to race Pee Wees for 
KTM for a number of years, and both 
Pee Wee racers and 60cc racers are eligi- 
ble for our savings-bond programs at 
most national events," said KTM vice 
president Scott Harden. “I think Mike 
has earned more savings-bond money 
over the years than any other KTM 
racer. We are going to track it this whole 
next year. Who knows? Maybe he will 
be the all-time savings-bond earner." 

Yamaha-mounted Lance Jones, from 
nearby Old Field, Missouri, was an 
unexpected winner in the 125cc Pro 
division. Jones used a fifth-place finish 
in moto one and a fourth-place finish in 
moto two to qualify second for Sunday's 
final runoff, which pitted the week's 
best 28 Pros - the top 14 from each of the 
two divisions - against one another. 

The 28-rider 125cc Pro final was run 
on Sunday under mostly rainy condi- 
tions, and Jones surprised everyone by 
roosting to the front of the field. Jones set 
a blistering pace and never looked back, 
building up a big lead over the other rid- 
ers, who floundered in the slick condi- 
tions. In the end, Jones went on for the 
overall victory, while division-two win- 
ner Brian Stone finished second, in front 
of Adam Zarda, Cory Francis and Nathan 
Hale, who might have been one of the 
week's top Pros had he not suffered hard 
luck in most of the 125cc Pro motos. 

However, Hale didn't leave empty- 
handed. He returned for the overall 
250cc Pro victory later in the day, top-

ping the hard-charging Francis, Stone 
and Nick Metcalf. 

In the 125cc Intermediate class, there 
were two separate winners, with Ryan 
Dirks winning the Stock division and 
Chris Istre the Modified class. However, 
arguably the quickest rider in the class 
was rookie Colt Humphrey, who won 
many of the motos but experienced 
problems in some of the others. 
Humphrey's inconsistency dropped him 
to third (in the Stock contest) and fifth 
(in the Modified class) in his 125cc Inter- 
mediate debut. 

“I raced 80s for Honda of Houston, 
but Suzuki hired us on for 2000," 
Humphrey said. ^I just got my bikes Fri- 
day. This is my first race on a 125." 

Numerous classes of minicycles were 
run during the week, with Team Green 
racer Jonathan Kerr and Matt Burris fac- 
ing off in the 80cc (12-13) class. After all 
was said and done, each left sharing a 
championship title: Burris took home 
the Modified title, Kerr took home the 
Stock title. 

Kerr looked to be on his way to a sec- 
ond title in the Supermini division, but 
mechanical gremlins stopped his charge. 

“We had transmission problems, and 
the shift fork stuck in third gear," Kerr 
said. 

In the end, Roy Horton took the vic- 
tory, while Kerr nursed it home for the 
second-place finish. 

As expected, a huge turnout of Pee 
Wees were in attendance, and the older 
group produced three separate winners. 
Bubba Crosby topped the Super Pee 
Wee division, while AC Racing team- 
mates Michael Hall and Nic Paluzzi 
each took home a title in the 50cc (7-8) 
Stock and Modified divisions. 

In the younger group, Cobra riders 
dominated the field, with Dakota Gar- 
ner sweeping both the Stock and Modi- 
fied (4-6) divisions, while Grant Rans- 
dell was the closest runner-up in each 
race, followed by world-class mountain- 
bike racer John Tomac's son Eli, who 
piloted his AC Racing-backed Cobra to 
third overall. CN

OREGONIA, OH, OCT. 10 
im Frazier and Paul Pinsonnault 
8 might've won the battle, but James 
“Jammer” Large and Ted Wilkins 
won the war at the deciding round of 
the 1999 AMA National Championship 


Hillclimb Series in Ohio. In one of the 
most unpredictable years ever, it was 


only fitting that heavy rains days before . 


the event turned the lightning-fast hill 
into an endurance test, dramatically 
changing the season's points standings. 

Tim Friedhoff worked his CR500 off 
the line and picked his way up the hill 
in 12.167 seconds to start the day. He 
held the fast time until Richie Scheuer- 
mann III shot his CR500 up the hill in 
11.04 seconds. 

After Jeff Brown got caught in the 
muck, Ted Wilkins and his brother/ 
mechanic, Bill, pushed his Rotax twin to 
the start. Ted's mission for the day was 
to stay within one position of Paul Pin- 
sonnault and within three of Phil Lib- 
hart to capture his first 540 Champi- 
onship. Ted screamed his two-stroke 
twin off the line and over the take-off 
jumps for a solid 12.100. 

“I got too much air over the jumps, 
and it's hard to find traction out there," 
he said. 

The last rider of the round was five- 
time 540 National Champion Paul Pin- 
sonnault. He was not bothered by the 
difficult conditions. 

“I think my setup is the way to go 
today - an MX-based hillclimber," he 
Said. 

Pinsonnault proved his point with a 
straight, trouble-free ride that was also 
blistering fast, 9.785 seconds, to take 
over the lead. 

The weather and the hill didn't 
improve by the second round. Ted 
Wilkins watched everyone fight the hill 
and knew he had to put in a great ride 
to win the title. His first ride was fourth 
fastest, but that wouldn't be good 
‘enough, so they shortened his bike, 
looking for traction. Wilkins moved to 
the far right side of the hill for the most 
important ride of this life. He dropped 
the hammer and his centrigal clutch 
shifted all the way up the hill. He began 
to slow after the last jump. 

^When I landed off the top jump, it 
started to spin, and I was counting the 
seconds, ‘1, 2, 3, come on lights.’ I lost a 
lot of time there and I didn't know if it 
would be fast enough," he said. 

The diehard fans roared when his 
10.299 was announced. Now the stage 
was set, Pinsonnault held first, Wilkins 
was in second, and if anyone beat 
Wilkins and Pinsonnault won, Pinson- 
nault would win his sixth champi- 
onship; if Wilkins held onto Pinson- 
nault's rear wheel, he would win. 

Phil Libhart received some advice 
from Ted Wilkins before his ride. 

“If you are going to beat both of us, if 
you think you're going O run a 9.9 or 
something, hit the brakes.’ 

Libhart was after the win after major 
bike changes. 
© “Ralph Kreeger and Bret Rexroth put 
the chain rear wheel on,” Libhart said. 
"| wasn't sure that was the right, move 
until I dropped the hammer and the 
bike shot out of the hole."

Libhart had a fast ride going but he 
got cross-rutted over the third jump and 
lost time near the top. 

“We guessed on the gearing and ran 
out of gear before the top," Libhart said. 

Libhart ran a 10.400 for third overall. 
Toby Thompson was the last rider and 
he had bike problems at 300 feet, ensur- 
ing Pinsonnault's win and Wilkin's first 
championship. 

“I was happy to get second today 
and first for the year,” Wilkins said. 

Pinsonnault was glad to see his long- 
time friend and rival win. “If I couldn’t 
win I'm glad Ted did,” he said. 

The tricky hill presented a different 
set of problems for the faster, heavier 
800s. Bob Castledine had a nice run 
going until he went off the first jump. His 
bike jumped out of gear when he landed 
ending his first pass. After former 
National Champion Steve Dresser went 
out of bounds, Walter "Tiger" Strank 
took his first shot at the Staircase on his 
Kawasaki triple. Tiger handled the bot- 
tom, then had trouble over the first jump. 

“I got sideways after that first jump 
and had to back off. The only other 
thing I remember from the ride is the 
adrenaline rush - that was a wild ride,” 
Tiger said. 

Mike DeBusk was mounted on 
injured Lou Gerencer’s Harley-David- 

son for this event, and got in trouble in 
the ruts, as the hill got worse with each 
pass. Jeff Thomas put in a great first ride 
on his Yamaha XS650- based hillclimber. 

“I had a good holeshot and wheelied 
all the way over the ramp," he said. 
"The key to going fast today is gaining 
momentum off the bottom." 

He was flying up the right side of the 
hill where Pinsonnault had run and

stopped the timers in 9.835 seconds. 

Former 540 National Champion Tim 
Frazier had a 12.894 ride to end the first 
round. 

“My ride was going okay, but I 
messed up traction at the top," he said. 
"My chains got knocked flat and they 
hooked the knobs of the tire and locked 
in place. In all my years in hillclimbing, 
l've never seen that happen." 

Steve Dresser put together an 11.611 
to take seventh overall, then Tiger ran a 
10.923 to move up to third after DeBusk 
had bike problems. Curt Snelling made 
his pass, but was a little off the pace. 
When Snelling came up short, Large 
sewed up the championship. Harry 
Denham then dropped .7 of a second off 
his first run for a 11.870, to grab ninth. 
Then the 800cc champ took a shot at the 
win. Large tried to hit a line on the far 
right, but he drifted into the middle and 
almost looped out over the second 
jump. He still ran a 10.769, a few ticks 
slower than his first pass. 

"We did what we came here for, and 
that was win the championship. It 
would have been nice to win the hill- 
climb, but it wasn't meant to be today," 
Large said. “At the start of the year, | 
wasn't riding all that great, but Tom and 
my family, friends and sponsors helped 


me out so much, I couldn't have done 
any of this without them." 

Glen Petty Jr.’s bike changes really 
paid off. Petty ran up the center of the 
hill and he kept it low over the jumps. 
He ran a 10.452, dropping Jammer one 
spot. 

Frazier pulled his XR-750 to the line. 

^We geared it down so it would pull 
better, and took the tire chains off Lou's 
bike." 

Frazier got a great holeshot and ran 
the far right side of the hill. 

“I knew if I got off the bottom 
straight I could get a good time. Once I 
got over the first jump, I just kept it on 
the rest of the way." 

Frazier ran an incredible 9.208. Jeff 
Thomas wheeled his Yamaha back to 
the line to try to claim his first Pro win, 
but it didn't work out. 

"The bike slowed at the top on my 
first run and we thought we had it fixed, 
but it wouldn't run right." CN

nore than 4 1/2-minute lead to 
claim a runaway victory and the overall 
title at round 14 of District 36’s Cross 
Country Championship Series. The 
event was held at Metcalf Park in San 
Jose, California, and was hosted by the 
Timekeepers MC. 

More than 160 riders took on the 
well-planned, 7.9-mile course, which 
was designed by TMC's Jim Matheson. 
Fast fire roads, tight single-tracks, rocky 
sections and technical single-track trails 
were combined to make a challenging 
and race-ready course. 

The first running of the Prime Time 
Hare Scrambles started at 10 a.m. as the 
first row of A-class riders charged 50 
yards into the first turn. The 180-degree 
turn then sent riders onto the watered 
motocross track at the beginning of the 
course. 

Terry Biel was out front after the 
turn, closely followed by Erik Kohler, 
James Ptarcinski, Roderick Kreiss, Craig 
Wesner, Damien Galford, a couple of 
others and then Marshall.

Marshall 
was back a bit farther in third, and he 
had a clearer view of what was happen- 
ing up ahead. 

“I saw that I could go for it and was 
able to get around," Marshall said. 

“It was almost comical,” said Wes- 





ner. "We were stuck behind the lapper 
and were barely moving. Then Cole 
flew by us. He got around first." 

Butler was also stuck in the traffic 
jam. 

“We were almost riding a trials 
pace," Butler said. “Cole got by the lap- 
per, but what a squirrel! When Erik 
tried to get around him next, he 
elbowed Erik and maneuvered to stay in 
front of him." 

The American Honda-sponsored 
Marshall quickly worked through some 
other slow riders and took off alone in 
the lead. 

“After I passed them, I decided to go 
faster," Marshall said. "Then they 
caught up with me in some more tight 
stuff and I got past the lappers first, 
again." 

"By the time we got through the lap- 
pers in that second, tight single-track 
section, we lost sight of Cole and never 
saw him again," PCP Yamaha's Kohler 
said. 

Marshall railed and extended his 
lead. 

“I like being farther out in front,’ 
Marshall said. “I ride better. 

Cycle Pro of Santa Rosa's Wesner got 
by Kohler next and took over second. 
Kohler settled into third, while San Jose 
Yamaha-sponsored Biel, San Luis Motor 
Sports-supported Butler and G&B 
Kawasaki's Galford vied for the next 
positions. 

By the time the checkered flag came 
out, Marshall had burned up enough 
track to complete seven laps and cross 
the finish line in two hours, 15 minutes 
and 20 seconds, with an average lap time 
of 19:20 and an average speed of 24.96. 

Wesner came in four minutes and 32 
seconds behind Marshall, taking second. 
Another minute and 36 seconds passed 
before Kohler completed his last lap, 
good for third. Biel sailed across the fin- 
ish just 30 seconds later and finished 
fourth.

"When I pitted at the end of the fifth 
lap, I learned Erik was not that far 
ahead of me," Biel said, "so I rode hard 
and tried to catch him, but I didn't have 
enough left in me to do it." 

Galford crossed the line next, with 
Butler close behind him, riding on a flat 
tire. 

After the race scoring was complete 
and course times adjusted, B Open rider 
Ron Facciano's outstanding ride netted 
him the fifth-overall position, leaving 
Galford in sixth and Butler in seventh. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Glenn 
Martinson, Ptarcinski and Mark Blanco. 

"Today's course was great!" Marshall 
said. “My day went really smooth, with 
no problems other than my crummy 
start.” 

“The track was set up similar to the 
ones back east,” Kohler said. “It was 
shorter, had more tight trails, and the 
sections were mixed just right.” 

With only three events left in the 
series, and only a few points separating 
series leader Kohler and second-placed 
Wesner, it looks like the title chase will 
end with the last race, on November 7 at 
Prairie City, California. CN

PORT ELIZABETH, NJ, OCT. 3 
TM-mounted Mike Lafferty got 
the holeshot at the ECEA Tri- 
County Hare Scrambles and par- 

layed that jump into an easy overall 

win. Run virtually in his own back yard, 
the two-time enduro champ led the race 

wire to wire, finishing with nearly a 

two-minute margin over his brother 

Richard, also on a KTM. The Lafferty 

brothers were the only riders to make 

the cut-off for the eighth and final lap. 

Campaigning a 2000-model-year 250 

EXC, the KTM factory- sponsored Mike 

Lafferty was nonetheless surprised at 

the ruggedness of the course. 

"That thing was tough," Mike said. "I 
didn't think that it would be that fast. 
After a few laps, the course was 
chopped, beat up - definitely good train- 
ing.” 

Rich Lafferty, on the other hand, 
used a completely different approach to 
score the second-overall finish. 

“My bike wouldn’t start on the line,” 
Rich noted, “and by the time it did, I 
was dead last.” 

The Bromley KTM/MSR/Enduro 
Engineering / Novacare/ Arai-sponsored 
rider passed everyone except his brother 
Mike during the course of the two-hour 
event. Rich was asked who presented 
the biggest challenge. 

“Freddy (Hoess) was the toughest to 
pass,” Rich replied, “hands down 

Husky man Hoess, the defending 
series champ, was back in the saddle a 
mere five weeks after he sustained a 
serious injury at the Beehive Enduro. 
Still in the hunt for the championship, 
Hoess rode the event with a wired-up 
jaw, picking up seventh-place points in

the process. It was quite a tough-guy 
act, although he was definitely hurting 
at the finish. 

KTM rider Billy Atkinson filled out 
the podium with a third-place finish, 
coming in less than two minutes behind 
Rich Lafferty at the end of the seventh 
lap, but he missed the cut-off by a 
minute and 13 seconds. Atkinson’s good 
showing, however, coupled with the 
lesser finishes of Hoess and Jeff Kirchn- 
er, locks the series in a virtual three-way 
tie for the championship lead with three 
rounds remaining. 

The club planned a two-event card 
for the day, one heat each for motorcy- 
cles and ATVs: As a change of pace, the 
motorcycle main event went first, with 
all classes running the same heat, which 
started at 11 a.m. A fast 6-plus-mile 
course was used that afforded high 
speeds and ample passing lanes through 
open woodland of pine and oak. Recent 
rains the preceding week made for good 
traction, with little or no dust. The day's 
weather was just about perfect, 
although it warmed up later in the day. 
Temperatures hovered around 70 
degrees at the start, climbing to nearly 
80 later in the afternoon. Skies were 
clear and cloudless. 

Out of the chute, Mike Lafferty got 
the holeshot and made it stick through 
several flat turns in a hard-packed grav- 
el pit. Aussie Shawn Reed challenged 
him, but a bobble in the first turn rele- 
gated him to second. Entering the 
woods after the start, the order was 
Mike Lafferty, Reed, Jack Lafferty Jr. 
and Bill Atkinson. Surprisingly, the 
quickest lap time around the course all 
day was turned in by Mike Lafferty on 
his first trip around the course. Clocking 
in at 16 minutes flat during the first pass 

















through the barrels, Lafferty was fresh 
and apparently unencumbered by lap- 
pers and deteriorating course condi- 
tions. Most top riders consistently post- 
ed lap times around 17 minutes. 

Rich Lafferty was on the move early, 
passing nearly the entire field to 
advance from dead last at the start to 
third in class on the first trip around. He 
passed Atkinson just before coming into 
the barrels on the second lap to take the 
number-two position, a spot he held for 
the rest of the day. Kevin Bennett was 
another rider who seemed to gain speed 
as the day wore on, actually passing 
class rivals Reed and Jack Lafferty Jr. on 
r3 last lap. After being passed by Rich 

Lafferty, Atkinson settled into a pace 
that kept him ahead of Bennett, Reed 
and Jack Jr., but which failed to chal- 
lenge the top two. 

And for Mike Lafferty, it was another 
day at the office, as he set a blistering 
pace and cruised to victory. 

Mike raved about the new upside- 
down fork on the 2000 KTM . 

“I liked the (50mm) Zoke Magnum 
on my '99," Mike said, "but this new 
White Power fork really works great." 

He'll certainly get plenty of time to 
prove it, as he has already re-upped 
with KTM for next year. 

Second-place finisher Rich Lafferty 
likened the event to this year's GNCC 
racing. 

"There's no pace anymore," he said. 
“Just drop the flag and floor it." 

Bill Atkinson secured the final podi- 
um position and firmly placed himself 
in the battle for the series championship. 
An unofficial points tally shows the top 
three riders. - Atkinson, Hoess and 
Kirchner - separated by a single point. 

KTM rider Kevin Bennett's strong 





finish earned him fourth overall and top 
marks in the Expert 0-200cc class. 
Rounding out the top five overall was 
Shawn Reed, who hung tough aboard 


his Husky 125, finishing 10 seconds 
behind Bennétt. Suzuki pilot Jack Laffer- 
ty Jr. showed up for the second week in 
a row with a new RM125, but unfortu- 

nately he didn't have the same favorable 
results as he did the previous week. Jack 
came in a little less than two minutes 
behind Reed to claim sixth overall, 
while a hurting Fred Hoess was seventh 
overall. Series regulars Steve Larkin, 
Marc Grossman and Craig Shenigo 
rounded out the top 10. CN

eff Pestana, aboard his Clawson 

Motorsport / O'Neal/Pro Circuit/A 

Ride-backed Suzuki, came through 
with victories in both the 125 and 250cc 
Pro classes at round four of the 1999 GFI 
California Fall Series at the Hollister 
Hills GP track. Even without a single 
holeshot on the day, Pestana managed 
to meet the challenges presented by 
Jesse Ketcham and Jeff Northrop to 
claim the overalls. In fact, Ketcham, in 
only his second Pro race, won the first 
125cc moto, holding off Pestana and 
Northrop the entire moto, but he could 
only muster a sixth in moto two, while 
Pestana took the win. Northrop, aboard 
his Team Green/Fox/BelRay /Dunlop- 
backed Kawasaki, led most of the sec- 
ond 125cc moto until a trip over the bars 
ended his day. Pestana's consistent 
starts in the 250cc Pro class led to a con- 
vincing 1-1 score on the day, over an 
ever-improving Andy Bowver. 

A chilly fog settled in over the ANW- 
prepped track, and it lingered for most 
of the morning, making for excellent 
traction. Nearly 350 riders converged on 
a challenging layout, complete with a 
whoop section and enough elevation 
changes to warrant the use of sea-sick- 
ness pills. 

The morning started off with a strong 
gate of 10 125cc Pros. Ketcham grabbed 
the holeshot, ahead of Yamaha rider 
Auggie Rodriguez. While Ketcham 
motored ahead, Rodriguez succumbed 
to the pressure of Pestana and 
Northrop. In fact, in the last two meet- 
ings at Hollister between Pestana and 
Northrop, it was bar-to-bar action as 
each claimed an overall victory on the 
day. 

On this day, however, Ketcham was 
set to play the spoiler, and he clicked off 
consistent lap times, with the duo hot on 
his tail. While Pestana was never able to 
show Ketcham a wheel, he was definite- 
ly busy keeping a persistent Northrop 
behind him. Northrop’s persistency

appeared to pay off as he passed Pes- 
tana at the halfway point with an inside 
move on the uphill double. However, 
one lap later, Pestana bounced back and 
retook second, forcing Northrop wide 
with a bar-banging inside pass. Back in 
the pack, Mike Mason and Dennis Sta- 
pleton were trying to gain some ground 
on Northrop, but they never got close 
enough to challenge the Team Green 
rider. The moto ended with Ketcham 
taking the win over Pestana, who just 
barely held off Northrop for second. 
Mason and Stapleton rounded out the 
top five. 

Having just won his first Pro moto, 
you would think Ketcham would be 
ecstatic. If he was, he hid it pretty well. 
The quiet Valley Springs resident 
seemed unfazed at having just beaten 
the two seasoned veterans. 

“I just didn't think about those guys 
behind me and just rode my own race,” 

said the Thor/DH Cycles/FMF/Smith- 

backed Ketcham. "The gate didn't drop 
at first, and I wheelied over it. I timed it 
just right, got out front and just rode 
smooth." 

Pestana's confidence didn't seem to 
be affected by Ketcham's win. 

"Ketcham rode smooth out there," he 
noted, “but I'll beat him in the second 
moto." 

Pestana had his work cut out for him 
in the second moto, as a speedy Dennis 
Stapleton, aboard his Pro's Choice/ 
Rockoil/Pro Action Suzuki, grabbed the 
holeshot, with Northrop in tow. Pestana 
tucked in behind Northrop while 
Nathan Tiearney and Mason followed. 
Ketcham got a near-last-place start, but 
he would make his way up to sixth by 
the end of the moto. Stapleton relin- 
quished his lead to Northrop by the 
third lap and then let Pestana get by on 
the uphill section, dropping him to 
third. 

The man on the move, however, was 
Tiearney. The CMS/Thor/PJ1-backed 
rider made his way past Stapleton for 
third and was gaining ground on Pes- 
tana. Up front, Northrop was beginning 
to feel the pressure from Pestana - and 
then disaster struck. As he came into the 
left-hander before the elevator jump, he 
came off the little jump too far forward 
and went over the bars. Northrop ended 
up cruising the remainder of the moto to 
finish eighth. 

"| rode the front wheel for a little bit 














and then it tucked," a dazed Northrop 
later said. "I went over the bars and hit 
my head pretty hard. I'm still seeing 
stars." 

With Northrop out, Pestana took 
over the lead and never looked back, 
eventually taking the checkered flag and 
the overall win. Tiearney followed in 
second, with Stapleton, Mason and Jer- 
rad Fisher rounding out the top five. 
Although Ketcham finished sixth, his 
first-moto win netted him second over- 
all on the day. 

"| think the pressure got to Jeff 
(Northrop)," said Pestana. "I was right 
on him and he was making a few bob- 
bles before he went down. Stapleton 
was riding good up front, but then me 
and Jeff just motored away from him." 

"| finally got a better start, which 
helped out, and Stapleton was pretty 
hard to pass," said Tiearney. "After that, 
I just kept it on." 

In both 250cc motos, Pestana got sec- 
ond-place starts. Fox/Tim Morais Rac- 
ing/DC Shoes-backed Bowyer took the 
early lead in moto one. Bowyer, who 
has returned after taking a few years off, 
showed good Speed up front until Pes- 
tana got by him. Northrop also moved 
through and tried to chase down Pes- 
tana, but an unexpected trials-style ride 
over a hay bale ended his chase, and he 
ev entually settled for second. Bowyer 
held on to third, followed by Mason and 
Stapleton. 

In moto two, Ketcham got the 
holeshot but went way wide coming up 
to the ensuing tabletop. The miscue 
allowed Pestana to take over the lead, 
and with Northrop out after his mishap, 
Pestana was never challenged. Bowyer 
put in another good ride, finishing sec- 
ond and second overall on the day, fol- 
lowed by Harold Hageman aboard a 
Fox/FMF/VP Fuels Suzuki. Fisher took 
fourth, and Stapleton rounded out the 
top five. CN

AMA Fall Classic Eastern Four-Stroke National 
Round 4: Daniel Boone Motocross 


Horton,

LONDON, KY, OCT. 3 
ith some 347 riders present at 
Daniel Boone Motocross, the 
fourth round of the 1999 AMA 
Fall Classic Eastern Four-Stroke Nation- 
al - run in conjunction with race 15 of 
the U.S. Mega Series as well as the 
Pepsi-backed Kentucky State Motocross 
Championship - was filled with excite- 
ment. Team Atlas Yamaha/ Moto Plan- 
et/Boyesen-backed Robbie Horton 
earned overall honors in the 125cc Pro 
class, while 16-year-old hometown 
favorite Ben Riddle won the 250cc Pro 
contest and KTM's Kelly Smith landed 
the overall in the Four-Stroke National. 
At the start of the first 125cc Pro 
moto, several riders went down in the 
first corner as Kevin Walker pulled out 
to an early lead. Next was Hans Neel, 
followed by Team Green/Podium 
One/FMF/Suspension Plus-sponsored 
Riddle. On the first lap, Horton was 
back in sixth but on the move. By lap 
two, Riddle had hit the dirt and Horton 
had worked his way into third, right on 
the Neel's rear fender. Neel went down, 
allowing Riddle to move into third. Two 
laps before the checkered, Horton went 
down, moving Riddle up another slot. 
Horton recovered and pulled alongside 
Riddle. On the final lap, Horton passed 








Riddle, utilizing an outside line. Walker 
took the moto win with ease. Horton 
claimed second. Riddle was third, with 
Neel fourth. 

Walker was the top dog off the gate 
in moto two, with Horton and Riddle 
hot on his heels. By the second lap, Hor- 
ton had taken the lead. Riddle followed 
suit on the third lap by taking an inside 
line through Wildcat Corner. Riddle set 
his sights on Horton. The two chal- 
lenged each other throughout the 
remainder of the moto, with Horton 
chalking up the win, Riddle taking sec- 
ond and Walker third. 

Jim Chester came out first around 
turn one in the first 250cc Pro moto, fol- 
lowed by Riddle, Walker and Clark 
Stiles. Stiles immediately piloted his 
machine by Walker to take over third. 
Walker then rode off the side of the 
track. Riddle was in the driver’s seat 
before the end of lap one. 

Horton, riding a four-stroke machine, 
got caught back in the pack on the start 
and had worked his way to sixth by lap 
two. He began picking off riders and 
moving through the pack. Horton 
worked his way to fourth and maneu- 
vered his machine by Jeff Gibson and 
then Stiles, and then began to gain 
ground on Riddle. 

At halfway, Riddle was riding with 
Horton on his rear fender, waiting for 
the freshman Pro to make a mistake. 
Horton took the lead, though only for a 
short distance, as Riddle recovered and 
regained it. The pair swapped posi- 
tions several times. Horton finally 
remained in first, with Riddle right on 
him. 

“I got an okay holeshot and Walker 
passed me through the Gravity Cavity," 
Riddle explained, "and then, in the 
whoops, I regained it. At the end of the 
moto, lappers were in the way, and I 
knew I only had one other place to pass 
him. So I just decided to ride safe and 
finish second for the moto." 

"The moto was too long," said Hor- 
ton. "I did not have a very good start, I 
knew Ben got a good start, and I knew if 
I could get by him, I would hold on to 
the lead. Ben pressured me all I wanted. 
He put up an awesome ride. At one 
point, in a small, tight section of the 
track, we repassed each other several 
times. It was a great ride." : 

By the second 250cc Pro moto, the 
bright, sunny day had turned cloudy 
and overcast, with light rain and wind. 
Riddle shot off the gate like a bullet as 
Jim Neese, Stiles and Walker followed. 
Neese gave Riddle a run for the money. 
Horton sat in the stands, watching the 
race, having hurt his hand earlier in the 
Four-Stroke race. 

Neese rode out of control through 
the SuperCross Six but managed to save 
it as Walker, Stiles and Gibson chased 
him. Midway through the moto, heavier 
rain made the track surface somewhat 
slick. Neese backed off, riding more cau- 
tiously. The second half of the moto was 
uneventful, as steady rain fell. Gibson 
had bike problems two laps before the 
finish and pulled off the track. Riddle 
filed by for the win, followed by Neese, 
Walker and Chester. Stiles did not fare 
as well, taking ninth. 

"This was my second overall win in 
the 250 Pro class," Riddle said. “I also 
won at Birch Creek in round two. The 
track was slick. It was like riding on 
pavement with gravel on it. I knew Hor- 
ton was not going to race before the 
moto. Actually, I was hoping he would 
race. I was a little concerned about 
Neese.” 

In the first Four-Stroke moto, Ken- 
tucky’s Rodney Carrier was quick off 
the gate and around the first turn as 
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Walker moved by for the lead, fol- 
lowed by Stiles, chased by Horton and 
Neese. Horton went down at the finish- 
line jump, landing in the hay bales. 
Horton was slow in remounting, as he 
had to make some bike repairs. Walker, 
meanwhile, had a comfortable lead. 
Carrier pulled off the track with a 
spark-plug-cap problem. Stiles lost sec- 
ond after going down at the top of 
Canyou Canyon. This moved Smith 
into second after a sixth-place start. 
Walker styled his machine across the 
finish line for the win, with Smith sec- 
ond, Stiles third, Neese fourth and Hor- 
ton fifth. 

“They had watered the face of the 
jump,” Horton remarked. “My whole 
bike slid out from under me. The han- 
dlebars got pushed down. I continued to 
push the entire moto, but I was also 
having fun. I wasn't going to kill myself, 
because I am riding six motos today." 

Smith dominated the second moto as 
Neese, Walker, Horton and Stiles tried 
to catch up to him. By lap four, Smith, 
Neese, Walker and Horton still rode 
within inches of one another. Horton 
made a successful pass by driving by on 
the inside line to go by Walker. Horton 
then moved by Neese and tried for 
Smith. Smith got sideways through the 
whoop section but held on to first. Hor- 
ton was right on Smith, waiting for just 
the right moment. Neese fell off the pace 
in third and Walker remained in fourth. 
With two laps to go, Horton fell off the 
pace. Smith pulled away for the win, 
followed by Horton some distance back, 
and then Stiles, Neese and Walker. CN

As fans cheered 
and riders raised their hands up in sup- 
port, Fritz thundered through the traf- 
fic for two unforgettable laps, and from 
that moment on, the fun had returned 
to Fernley.

Wiechers family thanked the riders and 
encouraged everyone to make the most 
of a great day for racing. As a final 
encouragement, Fritz reminded every- 
one of Freddie's dedication to 
motocross excellence. 

"Ride hard and have fun," said Fritz. 
"That's what Freddie did, and what he 
would have wanted all of you to do." 

"Quick" Gilbert Chick took that 
advice to heart and roosted off the line 
to the holeshot in the first Over 30 
Expert moto, with Eric Schacht, Richard 
Mannschreck, McMurry and Al McEI- 
roy in tow. Chick played hare to the 
hounds as he pulled away from the 
pursuing pack. McMurry made his way 
to second place by midrace, turning 
ever-faster laps. As the race entered the 
final lap, McMurry was knocking on 
Chick's back door. Chick briefly squirt- 
ed away entering the back section, but 
McMurry twisted it even harder and 
pulled alongside Chick in the switch- 
backs. McMurry banged cases with 
Chick down the next straight - an 
approach to passing that McMurry later 
admitted hasn't always worked well for 
him in the past. 

"Usually, I come up with a mouth 
full of sand," said McMurry, "but this 
time I made the pass." 

After squeezing into the lead, 
McMurry stayed out front until the end. 
As the racers received the checkered 
flag, it was McMurry first, followed by 
Chick, Schacht and Mannschreck; McEI- 
roy did not finish. 

Chick promised more for the second 
moto, and indeed he started well - but 
there was no denying McMurry on this 
day. The Yamaha racer was once again 
out front at the moto's end, and the top 
four repeated their first-moto finishing 
order, earning matching overall scores 
for the day. 

McMurry, Chick, Mannschreck and 
Schacht banged bars again in the Over 
The Hill Gang race as they vied for the 
Expert-class win. When it was over, 
McMurry was the champion, with 
Schacht second and Mannschreck third. 

Another racer who racked up the 
wins was Tim Dyer, who has an unbro- 
ken streak of moto wins in the Over 40 
Expert class that reaches back several 
races.

NEWBERRYTOWN, PA, SEPT. 25 

aking advantage of a third-lap 

restart, George Roeder II blasted to 

the outside of early leader Kevin 
Varnes and held on to record the 750cc 
Expert final win at the 12th round of the 
AMA. National Hot Shoe Series. The 
600cc Experts were also restarted, but 
winner Robert Lewis had taken the lead 
just before the red was displayed. The 
600cc Pro Sport victory went to Tom 
McGrane Jr., who clinched the class title 
just by qualifying for the final. Tim 
Eades took over the 883 class when early 
leader Chris Hart dropped out at the 
halfway point. 

The Reading Motorcycle Club/ 
RSCA-sponsored event marked the first 
time in more than 20 years that motor- 
cycles have competed on this track, and 
it has been almost 30 years since a pro- 
fessional race was held here. Although 
there was a little problem early in the 
day getting the track crew to under- 
stand that motorcycles have different 
needs than cars, by the finals, the track - 


which looks like a nine-tenths-scale 
model of Hagerstown - was in fairly 
good shape. 

By the end of the 750cc scratch heats, 
there were three groups of riders. Bar- 
ring any breakage, Varnes and Roeder 
would be battling for the win, Mike 
Varnes and Shawn Clark would be 
fighting for third, with the other six rid- 
ers fighting for fifth. With their primary 
machines on the West Coast for the 
National swing, Roeder and Kevin 
Varnes would be on backup bikes. This 
presented no problem for Roeder, who 
has a few Harleys that are almost as 
good as his National bikes, but for 
Varnes, it was a different story. After a 
phone call or two, they located the Phil 
Wickersham-owned Harley that took 
Rusty Rogers to his only National win at 
Hagerstown. In fact, when the bike 
arrived, it still had Rogers’ number-57 
plates attached. 

At the start, Kevin Varnes slipped 
into the lead, holding off Roeder, Clark 
and Mike Varnes. As the track has a 
moderately narrow groove, places 
stayed the same in the early stages as 
riders tried different lines. Things 
changed after the third lap, when Jerry 
Vanderkool slipped off the groove into 
the first turn and brought out the red 
flag. 

Off the restart, Kevin went high off 
the second turn, but Roeder put his 
Schaeffer’s H-D/Las Vegas H-D/K- 
K/Fatzinger Auto Supply Harley higher 
and held on to take the lead, while Mike 
Varnes got his White’s H-D/Schaeffer’s 
H-D-sponsored Harley by Clark off the 
second turn for third. From that point 
on, the order stayed the same, and 
everyone kept the same margin to the 
end. Roy Miller, Jim Mcllvena, Garth 
Bastion, Ricky Winsett and Randy 
Shank slugged it out for fifth. By the 
10th lap, Winsett had started to get the 
Eric Rausch-owned machine figured 
out, and he took the fifth spot from 
Mcllvena. 

The most exciting of the finals was 
the 600cc Expert, in which veteran 
Duane Veeder put the McGrane Racing 
KTM in front of Todd Winsett, Robert 
Lewis, Joe Eades and Tim Eades. The 
front three put some distance on the 
rest. Lewis got by Winsett on the back 
stretch of lap four and then he moved 
up to rekindle his heat-race battle with 
Veeder. On the sixth lap, they traded the 
front spot, with Lewis putting his Cox 
H-D/Bell Helmets/Cheesne Classic 
Cycle/JL&H Motorsports-sponsored 
Rotax into the lead off two on the next 
lap. On the following lap, the red flag 











came out for Chris Hart, who fell in turn 
three. 

As is often the case, a midrace restart 
changes the entire complexion of the 
race. As the riders hit the third turn, 
Lewis held the lead ahead of Winsett 
and Joe Eades, with Veeder mired mid- 
pack. 

“L couldn't shift it off two, so I 
reached down and pulled it into gear," 
Veeder revealed later. 

Lewis and Winsett again pulled clear 
of the pack. The Eades brothers, Jeremy 
Thompson, Veeder and Chris Hart bat- 
tled for third, changing positions rapid- 
ly until about two laps to go, when 
Thompson put a few lengths on the 
Eades boys. Hart came back from his 
get-off to split the Eades on the final lap 
for fifth. 

While Tom McGrane Jr. and Cory 
Roth won their 600cc Pro Sport heats, 
their battle in the final was made easier 
when half of the front row jumped the 
start and had to start from the penalty 
line. McGrane and Roth were quickly in 
front of Ace Phillips, Jason Goodwin 
and Brian Vincent. Vincent took the 
third spot as they headed down the back 
straight on lap three. McGrane drifted a 
little high in the second turn on lap five, 
letting Roth by. For most of the remain- 
der of the race, McGrane kept his 
Diem's Cycle/Rizzion Cycle/Indian 
Motorcycle Supply /SKAT- sponsored 
Rotax right on Roth's rear fender, and 
Roth drifted high in the second turn on 
the 10th lap, letting McGrane slip into 
the lead. 

Only four of the 883 riders answered 
the call for the final. Chris Hart took the 
lead from Tim Eades, Kevin Hilbert and 
Guy Stuart. They quickly spread out, 
and the only change occurred on the 
sixth lap, when Hart pulled into the pits, 
giv ing Eades the win. CN

Capt takes 
the win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, SEPT. 12 


he Lost Coyotes Hare Scrambles 

took place at Red Mountain on a 

nice, hot summer day. The event 
started at Searles Station Road with a 
five-row start at approximately 9 a.m. 
Sunday morning. The bomb was fast 
and easy, taking riders through Char- 
lie’s Place and then toward Highway 
395 before heading back toward Searles 
Station Road. 

Team Green/Pro Circuit/IMS/Fox- 
backed Jeff Capt was the first rider to 
the end of the dusty bomb, and he was 
also the first rider to the finish line. 

“I got a one-kick start and was first to 
the end of the bomb, just as I had 
planned," said the KX500 rider. "I knew 
that if Il'wasn't the first one to the end of 
the bomb then it would be real dusty 
and hard to catch the top riders. The 
course ended up being pretty fast, con- 
sidering the summer heat. I led the 
whole race from start to finish, knowing 
who was behind me at all times. If I felt 
they were getting a little bit closer, then 
I'd p up the pace. I kept a good, even 
speed - just enough so the other riders 
stayed behind me.’ 

The closest rider to Capt happened to 
be one of his Vet Open Expert-class 
competitors. KX-mounted Abe Bau- 
mann and Capt are in a head-to-head 
battle this year for the number-one 
Open Vet plate, so the racing was fierce. 

“I didn't get a good enough start,” 
said Baumann. "I had a good line, and 
probably the best line to the end of the 
bomb. I overshot a turn and I got off 
into the bushes. As I backed off the 
throttle, Capt passed me near the end of 
the bomb. I never passed Capt after that, 
but I did come close. I was 30 seconds 


- behind him coming into the pits." 


Heading out onto the second loop, 
both Capt and Baumann had a good- 
sized lead on the rest of the field, and 
the second loop around would spread 
out the field even more. 

"There was one little uphill that they 
put in the course that was a bit techni- 
cal, but nothing that was too hard or 
insuperable,” said Capt. “The second 
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loop had a lot of lappers on the hill, 
with spectators gathering all over the 
place. It ended up being kind of chal- 
lenging, getting around them with only 
a single track. The worst part of the race 
was the dust from the lappers the sec- 
ond time around. The dust was a huge 
factor on the second loop, because as 
soon as I went out of the pits, which was 
about two miles after the start, there 
were lappers." 

Baumann had a similar experience 
with the hill and the rest of the loop. 

"The dust was a major factor in the 
race, especially with the lappers," said 
the John Burr Cycles/Rocket Rex Rac- 
ing/ VRP/Smith-backed Baumann. "I 
didn't have any trouble with the bike. It 
worked great. I have new porting and a 
fresh motor, so it ran real strong. It defi- 
nitely wasn't the bike's fault that I came 
in second. I think I just got outridden by 
Capt." 

While Capt and Baumann were bat- 
tling it out up front, Team Green's Doug 
Chiapuzio was making up time from a 
mediocre start to head for third overall. 

"There was a lot of dust out there, so 
it was hard for me to come back from a 
bad start," said the Answer/Bell Hel- 
mets/Dunlop-backed Chiapuzio. "I'd 
say I was about 20th at the end of the 


. bomb. I was in the dust basically the 


whole race. After the first loop, I got out 
of the dust and passed nothing but lap- 
pers the whole entire second loop." 

Still, Chiapuzio garnered the Open 
Expert-class honors. Rounding out the 
top five behind Chiapuzio were KX500 
pilots Ron Schuler and Dan Richardson. 

One rider not riding a KX500 who 
posted a stellar finish was YZ125- 
mounted Matt Murphy, who was com- 
peting in the Expert 200cc class. 

"The first lap, I played catch-up,” 
said Murphy. "When I came into the 
pits, my pit crew told me I was 11th. On 
the second lap, I picked up five posi- 
tions, moving me into sixth." 

Finishing second to Murphy in the 
200cc class was Kurt Caselli. 

"| got a decent start and was about 
midpack to the end of the bomb, and 
after that I started passing a lot of rid- 
ers," said Team Green's Caselli. “There 
weren't very many technical areas in the 
course. It was pretty much wide-open 
terrain, where you could go as fast as 
you could. There wasn't anything out 
there to slow you down too much. It 
was a good course. They put in a lot of 
virgin trails, and I thought that was 
pretty fun." CN

short-track events which were held on the open- 
ing night of the fair from 1967 to 1975. Those 
races were promoted by the legendary J.C. Aga- 
janian and drew 400 250cc riders to comete 
before a sold-out grandstand. This race was pro- 
moted by AHRMA racer Tom Horton, who 
raced in those events more than 25 years ago, 
and more than 100 entrants raced on a three- 
eighths-mile oval in front of a large, festive 
crowd, but it was Marty Lewis who really let 
loose, taking wins in both the Senior (Over 50) 
and Sportsman 750cc classes. 

Ken Netto's Can-Am led the large field of 
Sportsman 250cc riders to the first turn. Bultaco 
riders Horton, Brad Holt, Manny Crumett, Nick 
Nassisi and Jeff Lesley followed. Crumett 
sneaked by Holt on the third lap, and Lesley 
nipped Nassisi on the fifth and final lap. The 
final order was Netto, Horton, Crumett, Holt 
and Lesley. 

Holt covered the Sportsman 600cc class, 
almost going flag to flag. Paul Herman grabbed 
second over Horton, but on the second lap, an 
aggressive Horton rode inside of Herman in 
turn one. Herman retaliated on lap four and 
held second to the checkers. Crumett was fourth 
and John Lundgren finished fifth. 

Triumph riders Dennis Pirehiro and Marty 
Lewis blasted into the lead in the Sportsman 
750cc main. Horton, on a Yamaha, passed Pirehi- 
ro on lap three and set sail after Lewis, but Lewis' 
thundering twin. was first to the finish line. BSA- 
mounted Larry Earhart worked through the field 
for third, and Pirehiro grabbed fourth. 

SDFTA president and longtime competitor 
Jim McMurren bested the Classic 250cc main on 
a Harley Sprint. Bultaco rider Lesley and Suzuki 
twin rider Horton had a spirited dice for runner- 
up. Horton prevailed at the flag, followed by 
Lesley and Ossa jockey Rich Trait in fourth. 

In the Senior (Over 50) class, Lewis took his 
second win of the day. McMurren finished sec- 
ond, while Warren Adams was third. 

In the Classic 500/750cc contest, Gary Davis, 
on a 500cc Triumph, grabbed the early lead. 
Chris Rudy passed Davis on the second go- 
around, while Jeff Apple's 350cc Harley Sprint 
was a close third. Rudy dropped the big V twin 
out of four into the hay bales on the third lap. 
Allen McBee powered by Davis for the win. 
Apple was third, and Clark Edlington placed 
fourth. 

The really old guys in the Super Senior race 
were once again led by Micky Alzola. Hank Cor- 
sio finished second, and Tom Howard placed 
third. 

Paul Herman's fine showing in the 600cc 
race was a preview of things to come. Herman's 
Yamaha jumped to a commanding lead in the 
‘70s Singles and he was never headed. The large 
field had a lot of tight racing but little position 
changing. Horton did pass Jeff Johnson for third 
on the last lap, while Ron Hinton rode for sec- 
ond all the way.

Plotts paramount at 
Penn State MX

Damien Plotts, the 1999 250cc-Open A /Pro 
Sport Amateur National Champion, dominated 
the 125cc, 250cc and Over 25 Open Expert class- 
es at the 17th annual Tony D. MX Schools/Penn- 
sylvania State Championships, hosted by Tom 
Hurd Promotions at the Hurricane Hills Sports 
Center. Track conditions were excellent, consid- 
ering Hurricane Floyd dumped more than five 
inches of rain on northeastern Pennsylvania two 
days prior to the event. More than 450 riders 
signed up to race the 25 classes slated for the 
day's program. 

Plotts got a good jump off the gate and pilot- 
ed his Yamaha YZ125 through the 90-degree left 
first turn and never looked back. Trailing him 
were Paul Corey, Jim McIlvaine, Josh Sterritt 
and Jason Kear. Plotts had a four-second advan- 
tage over Corey by the start of lap two. Near the 
halfway mark of lap two, Casey Higgins passed 
Kear for fifth. The top five spread out and 
remained unchanged until the last lap, when 
Higgins passed Sterritt for fourth just before the 
finish line. Plotts took the checkered flag with a 
13-second advantage. Rounding out the top five 
were Corey, Mcllvaine, Higgins and Sterritt. 

Ryan Mills nailed the holeshot in the second 
125cc Expert moto, with Mcllvaine, Plotts, Ster- 
ritt and Paul Waslin in tow. Plotts quickly 
passed Mcllvaine for second halfway through 
the first lap. Corey passed Waslin for fifth and 
then got by Sterritt for fourth by the end of lap 
two. Plotts passed Mills for the lead just before 
the start of lap three. Plotts finished the moto 
with a five-second lead, trailed by Mills, McII- 
vaine, Corey and Higgins. Plotts earned the 
overall with his 1-1 score. Rounding out the 
125cc Expert podium were McIlvaine and Corey. 

Jeremy Cook got a huge jump on the pack in 
the first 125cc B moto, nailed the holeshot, took 
the early lead and never looked back. Trailing 
him were Matthew Coyle, Wayne Fire, Travis 
Hesketh and Jordan Jackson. Cook had a 10-sec- 
ond lead by the end of lap one. By lap three, the 
top five were Cook, Fire, Hesketh, Jackson and 
Rich Conley. Cook won the moto with a 13-sec- 
ond lead. Rounding out the top five were Fire, 
Jackson, Hesketh and Jimmer Miller. 

James McNeil earned holeshot honors in the 
second 125cc B moto. Cook, David Ginolfi, Fire 
and John McKean were in tow. The top four 
remained the same through lap two, with Gene 
Nighman moving up to fifth. On.lap three, Nigh- 
man dropped out of the top five and Hesketh 
was now fifth. McNeil managed to hold Cook off 
to get the moto win. Cook, Ginolfi, Fire and Hes- 
keth rounded out the top five. Cook earned the 
overall with a 1-2 score. Taking the two remain- 
ing podium spots were Fire and McNeil.

At Glen Helen Raceway, one of the biggest chal- 
lenges for the 125cc Beginner riders can be get- 
ting through the holeshot turn without mishap. 
At the last-chance qualifier for the California 
State Championship, Ryan Landstrom surprised 
many spectators by leading 18 racers through 
the first turn without one downed rider. 

Following Landstrom in the first moto were 
Chris Avery, Chad Erl and Travis Newman. 
Before the first lap was over, Avery had passed 
Landstrom for first. Newman passed Erl and 
then Landstrom for second. 

Sliding out of the berm in the podium turn 
cost Avery 10 positions on the second lap. New- 
man took the lead, with Landstrom and a hard- 
charging Jeff Loop close behind. 

During lap three, Landstrom also slid out in 
a turn, dropping back to fourth. Coming from 
back in the pack, Brandon Kerr worked his way 
into third. Newman stayed consistent through- 
out the rest of the moto, crossing the finish line 
first, preceding Loop, Kerr and Landstrom. 

"This is a little older bike," the Rocket Rex 
Suspension-sponsored Newman said following 
the moto. "It's not quite as fast on the starts. I 
rode quite a bit a couple years ago; then I took 
some time off. I’m really out of shape. I was 
barely hanging on." 

Moto two featured another clean start, with 
Landstrom again leading the pack. In hot pur- 
suit were Avery, Nicholas Clanton and Erl. 
Newman was sixth through the first turn. 

On the first lap, on the back section of the 
track, Avery passed Landstrom for the lead. 
Clanton crashed, allowing Newman to move 
into third. Close behind Newman was Mike 
Paluzzi, who also had to work his way up from 
back in the pack. Newman battled with Land- 
strom, taking second. Paluzzi seized third from 
Landstrom on the third lap. 

Avery took the checkered flag, followed by 
Newman, who took the overall. Paluzzi cap- 
tured third. 

"That was really tough," said Avery, breath- 
ing a sigh of relief. "He (Newman) was coming. 1 
kept checking, and he was always there. I'd like 
to thank my only sponsor, Montclair Yamaha." 
Laughing, he added, "I'd also like to let everyone 
know that I’m happy to take on more sponsors.” 

On the Pee Wee (7-8) start line, Bryce Terzian 
said with an air of confidence, "I feel pretty 
good. The track is in good condition. I've got a 
good chance out there." 

Claiming the holeshot in the first moto was 
Cobra-mounted Jake Canada. Close behind were 
Michael Truglia and Terzian. Terzian quickly 
claimed second and then set his sights on Cana- 
da. Terzian and Truglia passed Canada on the 
second lap. 

Terzian, Truglia and Canada finished one, 
two, three. 

"I'm going to go faster in the second moto," 
Truglia predicted. "The straightaways are the 
hardest parts, because they're bumpy." 

True to his word, Truglia did go faster in the 
second moto, capturing the holeshot. But by 
turn three, Terzian and Canada had passed 
Truglia for first and second. Canada hung on 
Terzian's back tire, but he was unable to com- 
plete the pass. Terzian crossed the finish first, 
followed by Canada and Truglia.

Metzler treads to 
Washougal wins

Gaston, Oregon's Ryan Metzler sailed his 
Suzukis into the lead of all four motos he 
entered, and won them, during DeMarini Day at 
the Washougal Motocross Park. On a cool 
autumn day, riders enjoyed the best track condi- 
tions in more than two months. DeMarini spon- 
sored the race, giving away a bunch of their 
quality handlebars and adding an extra $500 to 
the Pro purse. 

Three riders stepped up into the Pro classes 
for the very first time. 

Mike Scheel from Camas, Washington, raced 
his Yamaha against another first-time Pro, Mike 
Storm from Beaverton, Oregon, riding his SMP 
Kawasaki. These two traded 125cc Pro moto 
wins to take home equal amounts of cash, since 
they were paid'per moto. Scheel got the overall 
win due to his second-moto victory. 

In the 250cc Pro class, Battleground, Wash- 
ington's Travis Murphy threw his Pro Caliber 
Suzuki into the Pro ring for the first time, but he 
was trounced in both motos by Jack in the 
Box/Factory Connection-sponsored Honda 
rider Don Bisceglia, of Tualatin, Oregon. Even a 
second-moto holeshot by Murphy couldn't keep 
Bisceglia from taking the lead. Third went to 
Salem, Oregon, Kawasaki rider Larry Jones. 

The advancement of these riders into the Pro 

ranks opened things up in the Intermediate 
classes, in which Metzler was unstoppable. 
Kelso, Washington's Tyson Lindemen, aboard a 
Kawasaki, bagged the first holeshot in the 125cc 
B class, ahead of Naselle, Washington's Todd 
Blanchard, also on a Kawasaki, and Suzuki rider 
Mike Smith of Vancouver, Washington.

Smith made up ground 
in the tough whoop section to finish the first 
moto in second. 

Metzler put a second-moto holeshot to good 
use and checked out and won going away. 
Smith soldiered on for second, and young up- 
and-comer Ryan Abrigo from Everett, Washing- 
ton, rode his Kawasaki to third after some 
impressive charges and one radical slide-out. 

Metzler was equally impressive in the 250cc 
Intermediate motos. He was also one of the few 
riders successfully making time by tripling into 
the Hillsboro Hoops and doubling out.

Nevada State Championship Off-Road Race 


Esposito first 
Nevada State Champion

TONOPAH, NV, SEPT. 19 

Team Green/Pro Circuit/Reno Motor Sports' 
Shane Esposito took the overall win at the inau- 
gural Nevada State Championship off-road race. 
The Motorcycle Racing Association of Northern 
Nevada (MRANN) and MRAN South joined 
together to sanction the first true state champi- 








onship off-road race in Nevada. This event drew 
some of the best desert racers in the country to 
Tonopah, a small town midway between Las 
Vegas and Reno. 

Starting position was important, and with 
the Open bikes starting first, the rest of the 
field was fighting the thick dust. Off the start, 
Esposito grabbed the holeshot, while Ryan 
Johnson, Matt Gosnell, Aron Huntington and 
Scott Morris battled for position. Dave Hamel 
was playing catch-up after he stalled in the 
first corner. 

The 100-mile hare scrambles consisted of 
two 50-mile loops, with pits after 25 miles. At 
the end of the first 25 miles, Esposito had a com- 
manding lead on the rest of the Open class. The 
250cc class, however, was closing in. Dave Pear- 
son and Dennis Belingheri had worked their 
way up until they were only seconds behind the 
leader on time. Esposito continued to lead with 
a comfortable minute over Pearson. Huntington 
had trouble in the pits, which allowed Johnson, 
Rob Zimmerman and Morris to get by, Glen 
Taylor was battling with Southern racer Chris 
Peplowski in the Over 30 class, while Robert 
Marshall was dominating the 125cc Experts. The 
first Amateur, Kenny Couturior, was already in 
the top 20, first 250cc Amateur. Fourteen-year- 
old Bobby Garrison was leading the Novice 
class; he had already won the 80cc class earlier 
that morning. | 

As the checkered flag flew, Esposito won the 
first-ever Nevada State Championship. Pearson, 
a minute behind, took second overall, first 250cc 
Expert. Third overall went to Johnson, with 
Zimmerman running a close fourth. Marshall 
took the 125cc Expert win and 12th overall. In 
the race of the day, Taylor topped Peplowski by 
18 seconds to take the Over 30-class win. Gil 
Grieves won the Over 38 class, while. Couturior 
and Garrison continued their dominance of the 
Amateur and Novice classes, respectively. Once 
the points were tallied up, the North defeated 
the South, 314 to 260. 

Earlier in the day, the Pee Wee class was led 
by Justin Wallis from start to finish. Zach Fields 
showed everyone who was the best 60cc rider, 
and Bobby Garrison took the 80cc race.

Geilfus glides at Lodi ST & TT

LODI, CA, SEPT. 25 

Vintage 250cc rider Chris Geilfus of American 
Canyon clearly aced one of the best rides of his 
career as he bested a whole horde of Bultacos on 








the short track, and all but one 500cc bike, in a 
come-from-behind win in a combined 250cc and 
500cc Vintage main event. Geilfus blasted off the 
line midpack and then methodically picked off 
riders before passing the last 250cc rider and set- 
tling in behind leader Steve Hall on his flying 
TT500. 

“One more lap and the 250 would have beat 
the 500," said a jubilant Chris Geilfus after his 
250cc Vintage win. "This bike is basically a 
250MX Harley-Davidson two-stroke set up in a 
Champion frame. I thought that I might get 
ahead of the leader (Steve Hall), but I just ran 
out of time." 

Ralph Lee, on a 650 Triumph, pulled off the 
surprise holeshot of the night and nearly 
scored an upset in the Vintage Twin class. 
Yamaha 750 riders Roger Hamilton and Jon 
Eichelbaugh were left scratching their helmets 
at the starting line as Lee strutted into the lead. 
With two laps in the books, Eichelbaugh dis- 
covered mechanical gremlins, and he was sent 
to the showers for the night. Hamilton tucked 
in low and chased Lee, anticipating a mistake. 
Lee rode smoothly for the next two laps and 
then hesitated momentarily in the south turn, 
much to Hamilton's delight. Hamilton 
pounced and moved into first, and then 
extended his lead all the way to the checkered 
flag. 

"| knew that if I made one mistake, he 
(Hamilton) would be there and it would be all 
he would need,” said Lee. “I did, and he was. It 
was a good race and I have no regrets, as Roger 
is a great competitor." 

"It's always fun racing those guys," Hamil- 
ton said of Lee and Eichelbaugh. “I just waited 
for the door to open, and when it did, I took full 
advantage." 

Jesse Sanchez, Mark Corsetti and Danny 
Casey launched their big-bore singles into the 
first turn of the Open A main in that order. 
Corsetti immediately and aggressively glued his 
Wood-Rotax to Sanchez's rear fender, while 
fourth-placed rider Rob Damron duplicated the 
same move on Casey, several bike lengths back. 
For five laps, Corsetti showed no mercy, refus- 
ing to share the real estate with Sanchez, passing 
him in a gutsy move and then opening up an 
impressive lead. While Corsetti pulled away, 
Damron cranked up the wick and, two laps 
later, he dropped both Casey and Sanchez into 
third and fourth, and chased the leader. With 
eight laps remaining, both Corsetti and Damron 
pulled away from the pack. Corsetti cruised into 
the winner's circle by a margin of well over 15 
bike lengths. ; 

^Hey, what can I say - I had to ride my butt 
off to beat the number-one guy (Damron) in 
the district," Corsetti said. "My goal for the 
season was to get the number-one plate, but it 
looks like Rob D. has that pretty much 
wrapped up, so I’m going to just keep plug- 
ging away and win as many of the remaining 
races as I can."

Hackbarth hacks it

CAYUGA, IN, OCT. 3 

Paul Hackbarth from Rock Falls, Illinois, 
showed once again that the biggest is not always 
the fastest in motorcycle hillclimbing. Riding a 
360cc KTM modified by Jackson Performance, 
Hackbarth not only won the 400cc Indiana State 
Hillclimb Championship, he also claimed the 
overall fast time of the day. 

Hackbarth flew his KTM over the top of the 
150-foot hill in 4.055 seconds in the first round to 
set an early fast time. He was challenged hard by 
National Champion Brent Stewart, who blasted 
over in 4.130 seconds. Stewart had previously 
been unbeaten in District 15 and 17 climbs this 
year, and he had two fast times in 1999 to his 
credit. A light rain was falling and it continued 
into the second round, making the hill much more 
difficult to ride, but nearly all the riders took their 
second-round opportunities. Stewart was quick 
again but came up just a bit short with a 4.173-sec- 
ond time, and he had to settle for second place. 

Hackbarth nearly pulled off a double win, as 
he blazed over the top in 4.177 seconds in the 
600cc class. He was less than three-hundredths 
of a second slower than young Mark Goodman 
Jr., who nailed a 4.148-second time on his Honda 
for the win. Andy Fortner claimed the third spot 
on his Honda with a 4.222-second time, with 
Eric Wheelwright close behind in 4.255 seconds. 

Lane "Lightning" Schultz was a double 
champion on his 850cc Norton, winning both the 
Open and Pushrod classes. He turned a good 
4.812-second time on his first-round ride on a 
wet and slippery hill to take the win - but just 
barely, as Randy “Buzz” Green put the pressure 
on in the second round as he charged over the 
top in 4.840 seconds on his big Harley. Young 
guns Scott “Scooter” Sheets, 15, and Jacob Bai- 
ley, 14, took the third and fourth spots. 

Schultz tossed his chain on his snortin’ Nor- 
ton on his first-round Pushrod-class ride, and 
Steve Shafer took the first-round lead on his 
Harley with a 5.011-second time. Schultz came 
back with a fine 4.497-second run in the second 
round to take the class win, and Green slipped 
into second place again with a 4.801-second 
time. Young Bailey took his 800cc Triumph over 
in 4.934 seconds for third place, pushing Shafer 
down to fourth. 

Other Amateur-class winners included Mel 
Piontek in the 200cc class, Eric Wheelwright in 
the 250cc class, Andy Fortner in the 750cc class, 
and Kevin Weaver in the Senior class.

Pleasure Riders Hillclimb 


Wheelwright's perfect day

CAYUGA, IN, OCT. 2 

Eric Wheelwright conducted a hillclimbing 
clinic at the Pleasure Riders' Saturday night hill- 
climb. The 29-year-old. rider from Hanover, Illi- 
nois, entered three classes and won them all, 
and he also claimed the Fast Time trophy and 
cash award. It was a perfect day for the 250cc 
National Champion. 

Wheelwright's first win came in the 250cc 
class. He found himself in second place af inter- 
mission, as Kevin Cappello had turned an early 
fast time of 4.169 seconds on his KX250 - slightly 
quicker than Wheelwright's 4.188-second time 
on his YZ250. In second-round action, however, 
Wheelwright unloaded a picture-perfect launch 
and flew over the top of the 150-foot hill in a 
blazing 4.034 seconds to take the win. Cappello 
responded with a strong 4.075-second run of his 
own, but he had to settle for second place. 

Wheelwright's fastest time was delivered in 
the fast 600cc class, as he flew his Jackson Per- 
formance CR500 high over the top in an incredi- 
ble 3.904 seconds on his first ride. He needed a 
time that quick, as “Fast Andy" Fortner blitzed 
the hill on his JPC Honda in 3.921 seconds in the 
second round for second place. Paul Hackbarth 
carded 3.993 seconds on his JPC /CR500. 

The last win for the Hanover hotshoe came 
in the Stock class, in which he again came from 
behind to win. Tom Brown nailed a very good 
4.486-second run on his YZ250 in first-round 
action to take the lead into intermission, with 
Wheelwright in second place with a 4.494-sec- 
ond run on his YZ250. But Wheelwright flew 
over in 4.267 seconds on his second ride to claim 
a convincing win. Richard Allen carded a 4.392- 
second ride on his CR250 in the second round to 
slip under Brown for second place. 

"Lightning" Lane Schultz from Anamosa, 
lowa, enjoyed a double-win night on his 850 
Norton. His first win came in the Open class, 
with a 4.316-second first-round time. Randy 
"Buzz" Green was his closest challenger, with a 
very quick 4.379-second time on his Harley- 
powered KTM, and 15-year-old Scott "Scooter" 
Sheets was third on his Superior Cycle Sportster, 
while 14-year-old Jacob Bailey claimed fourth on 
his 800 Triumph. 

The second win for Schultz came in the 
Pushrod class, in which his very fast 4.098-sec- 
ond time on his snortin’ Norton was a convinc- 
ing winner. Green claimed second again on his 
Harley with a 4.491-second time, with young 
Bailey running third on his big-bore Triumph. 
Tim Wiggins claimed fourth on his Triumph, 
and 15-year-old Josh Carrier claimed fifth on his 
Triumph.

Schmid der vinner

David Schmid, on his 250cc Suzuki, overcame 
some confusion in the first moto at Mountain 
View Cycle Park on what turned out to be a 
nearly perfect day for motocross in the Great 
Northwest. Schmid emerged the victor in both 
Over 30 Intermediate motos and thereby 
achieved the overall win. 

In a combined Over 30 Pro and Over 30 
Intermediate gate, Schmid nailed the holeshot in 
the first moto. 

“I got the holeshot,” he said later, “and I 
knew Greg Brooks was right there and I had bet- 
ter get on the throttle to avoid as long as possi- 
ble his passing me and then having to deal with 
the roost from his rear wheel." 

Schmid was successful in that endeavor until 
about midmoto, when Over 30 Pro rider Brooks, 
on his Yamaha YZF400, got around Schmid. Still 
in first in the Intermediate class, Schmid then 
had the remainder of the Pro riders freight-train- 
ing behind him. Unsure of whom was whom, 
Schmid rode with reckless abandon and held his 
position to the checkers, with the rest of the B 
riders in tow five seconds behind him and the 
pack of Pro riders. 

The best race of the day was in the 125cc 
Intermediate class. Jody Deitz, on his Kawasaki, 
got the overall after a first-moto defeat (losing to 
Honda rider Dan Hewitt) and a second-moto 
win. In both motos, the top three riders - Yama- 
ha rider Monte Hill, Hewett and Deitz - were 
either setting up passes or covering a line to 
avoid being passed on nearly every section of 
track. On this fantastic course, with its perfect 
track surface, this equated to many position 
changes in both motos. In the deciding second 
moto, however, it was Deitz with the holeshot 
and the win for the overall. Hewitt and Hill bat- 
tled for second, with Hewitt taking runner-up 
and Hill third. 

In other racing, Derek Butzer swept both 
motos in the 60cc (9-11) class, keeping Rhett 
Johnson and Spencer Rydman at bay all day. 
Johnson gated well in both motos and man- 
aged to hold off Rydman for second in both 
motos, while Rydman hung on for third in 
both motos. Behind the leaders, some of the 
best racing was between Zach "The Rooster"

negotiated the track's many obstacles, which 
are tough enough to handle on a full-sized 
bike, but must be very challenging to the guys 
on these minis.

In 250cc Beginner action, Kyle Shimek, 
David Pheasant and Ryan Roberts charged for 
the lead. TNT Motorsports-sponsored Shimek 
held the lead, while Pheasant and Roberts jock- 
eyed for second. 

During lap two, IMS/Claremont Cycle Sup- 
ply’s Roberts made the pass, taking second from 
Pheasant. Pheasant reclaimed second on lap 
three, then lost the position again on the fourth 
lap. 

Shimek crossed the finish line unencum- 
bered. Roberts held on to second, followed by 
Pheasant in third. 

Shimek and Roberts met back in the pits to 
congratulate one another. 

“The track is pretty good,” Shimek said. 
“I've just got to stay ahead. of that guy 
(Roberts)." 

“I tried hard to catch him,” Roberts respond- 
ed. “I’m going to beat him in the second moto." 

The overall series winner, Fetish Clothing's 
Doug Covey, did not complete the moto and 
was seen walking his bike back to the pits with a 
broken clutch lever. 

Shimek again took the lead in the second 
moto, with Roberts and Darrin Moharsi close 
behind. Shimek and Roberts quickly developed 
a strong lead. Back in fifth, Covey charged hard 
and made clean passes into third. 

Shimek, Roberts and Covey finished first 
through third. 

Both Shimek and Roberts agreed that com- 
ing in first and second was a good way to com- 
plete their Beginner-class experience. 

IMS spokesman Mike Farmer said he was 
very pleased with the turnout for the Stadium- 
cross series. 

“It’s such a nice, relaxed, family atmosphere 
on a Friday night," said Farmer. "I'm already 
looking forward to next year."

Ledesma wins the Dash

CHANDLER, AZ, SEPT. 4-5 

Mark Ledesma had only one thing on his mind 
Sunday afternoon at Firebird Raceway when he 
rolled his ZX7R up to the starting grid for the 
Unlimited GP Dash For Cash: Beat Dale Kieffer 
at all costs. When the checkered flag fell nine 
laps later, it was Ledesma crossing the finish 
line first, with Kieffer trailing. Ledesma won the 
lion's share of the $1000 purse and had his 
revenge on Kieffer for beating him earlier in the 
Middleweight Supersport race. 

"There was no way I was going to let Kieffer 
beat me in Unlimited GP," said Ledesma after 
the race. "I wanted revenge for him beating me 
in the Middleweight race." 

The Unlimited GP was the finale of a long, 
hot weekend on which racing resumed in the 
CCS Southwest Sprint Series after a month-long 
summer hiatus. Although the temperature 
climbed well past the 100-degree mark on Satur- 
day and Sunday, racers were thankful that the 
annual monsoons had given them a break from 
the tortuous humidity that had been punishing 
the valley for the previous week. 

Racing got under way on Saturday with the 
GT Lights event, and it was Laroy Montgomery 
taking the win from Chuck Coyle after the race 
was red-flagged on the last lap for four separate 
crashes around the track. Montgomery, who 
helps design and build the M4 exhaust system, 
was making his first appearance at Firebird and, 
although he was pitting out of the back of his 
SUV, the 44-year-old Texan was a threat in 
every class he entered. 

The GTU contest got off to an unfortunate 
start when KTM rider Greg Mariani crashed early 
in the race and had to be air-evacuated to the 
local hospital with leg and back injuries. After the 
restart, Kieffer set sail and built up a good lead, 
but Jared Kapoor caught Kieffer napping on the 
last lap and stuffed his way up the inside of Kief- 
fer's R6 in the last corner to take the win. 

Mark Ledesma handily won the Lightweight 
Superbike race from Montgomery. Ledesma 
took the start and dropped into the high 1:12- 
second range. Within three laps, Ledesma was 
well clear of Montgomery, and he had built up a 
15-second lead by the last lap. This race was also 
red-flagged on the last lap, when Tom Krause 
got his Honda Hawk out of shape in turn 12 and 
collected Chuck Coyle. Coyle went down 


unhurt, but hard enough to cráck his helmet 
open. Krause went on to finish in fifth.

Willock turned a low 1:10-sec- 
ond lap time, but Hull was right on his tail on 
the last lap and forced the issue in the last corner 
to take the win. 

In the Unlimited Superbike race, there was a 
big surprise for local racers when Vincent 
Haskovec took the win going away. The Suzuki 
rider rode a Cary Andrews-prepared GSXR750 
to a big win and collected Suzuki contingency 
money on his first visit to the Firebird track. GM

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printed a letter in our “Voices” section 

titled “Ty breaker,” by Lloyd Williams 
from Bradley, Illinois. Following Mr. 
Williams’ letter to the editor there was 
an unusually long response from 
myself. Normally our editor in chief, 
Paul Carruthers, responds to letters to 
the editor with a short, quirky, italicized 
answer, more often than not laced with 
either humor, sarcasm, or both. Howev- 
er, on the day that particular issue went 
to print, Paul was out sick, so I took it 
upon myself to respond to Mr. 
Williams’ letter. 

Managing editor Chris Jonnum felt 
that my response was long and some- 
what sharp-tongued, so he advised that I 
should include my name after the 
response instead of the word “Editor” - 
in hopes of saving Paul from any back- 
lash that might occur when the issue hit 
mail boxes and dealerships across the 
country. I agreed and proudly typed 
“Matt Freeman, Associate Editor" after 
the response. 

My main concern was that Paul would 
come back to work on Tuesday, see what 
I had done and ask his patented, "At 
what point did you (fill in the accusative 
reprimand)?" Then he would either for- 
bid me from touching the "Voices" page 
ever again, start an office-wide crusade 
ridiculing me for being the sole protector 
of those filthy off-road racers, or just fire 
me. Either way, I was prepared ror the 
consequences, and as it turns out, none of 
them occurred. No one in the office said a 
thing about it. My response obviously 
had no impact. 1 

The aforementioned letter was in 
regard to Ty Davis and the AMA Nation- 
al Enduro Series. Lloyd Williams 
addressed the fact that the newly 
crowned enduro champion was not pre- 
sent at the New Waverly, Texas, round of 
the series and, because of that, he 
thought that Davis was a sore winner, a 
whiner with a bad attitude - even though 
Davis had already sewn up the champi- 
onship. For reasons known only to those 
who work in the Cycle News office, I often 
feel the angst of my teenage years on 
Mondays, the day that the paper official- 
ly ships to the printer. If I had read Mr. 
Williams’ letter on any other day of the 
week, my response may have been more 
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watered down, sugar-coated, or even 
humorous. Instead, I researched race 
dates, called Davis on the phone to con- 
firm some facts, found out that he had 
been ill for the past two weeks, and went 
with my natural instinct to viciously pro- 
tect the integrity of off-road racers. Per- 
sonally, I get tired of the negative letters 
and the lack of respect that off-road rac- 
ers receive, so I guess you can say I just 
snapped. 

However, after the issue came out, I 
felt a little guilty about the response, and 
hoped that I hadn't cost us a reader by 
offending or embarrassing Mr. Williams. 
I actually started to feel bad about it 
until I talked to a few hard-core racers 
throughout the week and over the week- 
end. They supported my view, and we 
all agreed that preparing for and com- 
peting in several different types of off- 
road racing is complicated and requires 
a lot of hard work. That is exactly what 
off-road professionals like Davis are all 
about - hard work. Because of that, they 
shouldn't be criticized by race fans for 
not showing up to a round held halfway 
across the country. No tickets are sold to 
watch national enduros or hare and 
hounds, so whether one fan shows up or 
hundreds, the event will most likely go 
on year after year or be relocated to a 
different area. 

Professional off-roaders and athletes 
should also not be criticized for voicing 


their opinion about a sport in which they . 


make their living. I sure wouldn't blame 
Steve Young if he pleaded with the NFL 
to protect quarterbacks a little more, or if 
he campaigned to improve the quality of 
football helmets. 

After talking about the vigors of chas- 
ing just one National, or regional off-road 
series, my racer friends and I started to 
discuss the difference between an off- 
road racer and a motorcycle rider. We 
came to the conclusion that there is a 
huge difference between the two factions, 
and that people who just ride for fun or 
race on occasion may not understand the 
lifestyle or mindset of a true competitive 
racer. We decided that you don't have to 
compete in a big national series to be a 
true racer, and you don't even have to be 
of professional or expert status. There are 
numerous points-paying amateur off- 
road series across the country. If you fol- 
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low just one, or if you jump from event to 
event with the intent to win and have fun 
at the same time, you are a racer and our 
hats are off to you. 

Your program, 4'm certain, is just as 
important to you as a professional's pro- 
gram is to the pro - although the budget 
involved obviously varies quite a bit. But 
you do understand the hard work and 
long hours of preparation that goes into 
building a competitive bike, maintaining 
it, and physically being able to race it 
without getting tired or dropping out of 
the race. If you race a hare scrambles one 
weekend, an enduro the next, and a 
grand prix or motocross the weekend 
after that, then you most likely either 
have two totally different bikes to work 
on, or you put twice the time and double 
the money into maintaining just one 
motorcycle. You are aware of how tricky 
it is to ride in mud one weekend, sand 
the next, then rocks, and possibly dusty, 
high-speed dirt roads the weekend after 
that. If you could do anything or suggest 
anything for your particular series that 
may make your life easier, or better your 
chances of winning, or make the events 
more fun, I’m sure you would. 

Racers like Davis, Russell Pearson, 
Destry Abbott and Brian Brown race in a 
greater variety of terrain than any other 
racers in this country. From the 100- 
mph-plus dusty Nevada desert to the 
tight and technical muddy terrain of 
Tennessee, the conditions in which they 
compete are worlds apart. Also, they all 
served on the United States ISDE Trophy 
or Vase teams, making them America's 
world ambassadors to off-road racing. 
They are the kind of guys who witness 
what other countries' race efforts are 
like, so I would expect them to come 
back from the Six Days with tons of 
input. If the input reflects negatively on 
the AMA, or on the effort of America's 
motorcycle industry toward the Six 
Days, they can't help it. They also can't 
hide what they've seen. Still, every time I 
see one of our riders who represented 
the U.S. on a trophy team or a club team, 
I want to shake his hand and thank him 
for representing American off-road rac- 
ers in an international event. 

Personally, I take offense when some- 
one takes a shot at any kind of racer, 
because in the off-road world, racers tend 
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to flock together like some sort of surro- 
gate family. Sure, beating one another is 
of the utmost importance, but helping 
one another out is way up there as well. 

‘When I first started racing the District 
37 series in my late teens, I joined the Dirt 
Diggers Motorcycle Club in order to 
receive quick pit stops and a tow back to 
my truck if my bike should seize in the 
middle of the desert. Little did I know 
that I was about to gain more than just a 
splash of gas and the end of a buddy- 
tow. Everywhere I looked, people were 
helping one another. Guys were ending 
their own race in order to assist an 
injured rider. People I practically didn't 
even know were offering their practice 
bike to me when mine was broken. Food 
and shelter were never hard to come by, 
and neither was constructive advice on 
bike maintenance or riding style. Coming 
from a somewhat rough town and school 
system, I couldn't figure out at first why 
everyone was being so nice to one anoth- 
er. In time I started traveling to out-of- 
state races, and the camaraderie was the 
same there as it was at my home races. 
Still, to this day, I haven't found a level of 
cooperation and goodwill like I have 
among the off-road racing fraternity. 

One time when I was a cash-poor col- 
lege student, I drove two hours to a 
race, unknowingly with an expired 
AMA card, and only had enough money 
to pay for my entry fee. All of my racer 
friends pitched in and we came up with 
the $29 that I needed to renew my mem- 
bership. It wasn't a fortune, but it still 
meant a lot to me. I kind of feel like I 
owe off-road racing and its participants 
something in return because of how 
rewarding it has been to me over the 
years. Just for the heck of it, I called the 
AMA to see if a Lloyd Williams from 
Bradley, Illinois, was a competition- 
card-holding AMA member, who might 
also be a racer. The lady there checked 
her computer and couldn't come up 
with a match, so I am offering to buy 
Mr. Williams a $29 membership to the 
AMA as an offer of goodwill. Then, if he 
so desires, he can also reap the off-road 
racing rewards that my friends, Ty 
Davis and myself have received. 

The offer is good until September of 
2000 - because that's when the member- 


ship fee goes up $10.
